‘the fame. But the parliament was pro- 
“ropued before it was brought in. And 
‘now’ I {hall proceed to give an account 
of thofe affairs of laft feffion, wherein 
no bill feemed intended to be brought 
“in, 
Of this kind the moft important; and 
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what moft excited both the attention 
and the expectation of the people with- 
out doors, was the inquiry into. the 
lofs of Minorca, which was introduced 
and carried on as follows: February 
8, it was moved and refolved nem, 
com. That an humble addrefs be pre- 
fented to his majefty, that he will be 
gracioufly pleafed to give directions 
that there be laid before this houfe, co- 
pies or extracts of all letters and other 
papers, containing any intelligence re- 
ceived by either of his majefty’s prin- 
cipal fecretaries of flate, the commif- 
fioners for executing the office of lord 
high admiral of Great Britain, or any 
other of his majelty’s minifters, in re- 
lation to the equipment of the French 
fleet at Zoulon, or of any other fleets 
in the feveral other ports of France, 
the march of French troops to Toulon, 
or any other parts of the coafts of that 
kingdom, or the defigns of the F: exch 
on Minorca, or any other of his m&- 
jefty’s poffeflions in Europe, fince the 
ift day of Fanuary, 1755, to the ift 

day of dugu/? laft. fie ya 
After which the following refolutions 
were moved for, and all agreed to, viz. 
That an humble addrefs be prefent- 
ed to His niajefty, that he will be gra- 
N 2 cioufly 
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cioufly pleafed to give directions, that 
there be laid betore this boule, 1. A 
lift, or lilts, of all his majelty’s thips of 
war, or (quadrons of fuci thips of war, 
as were equipped and made ready for 
the fea, from the rit of duguf?, 1755, 
to the goth day of April, 17563 and 
alfo copies of all failing orders fent to 
the commanders of fuch fhips or {qua- 
drons re{pectively, during the period 
of time above-mentioned; as alfo the 
{tate and condition of his majelty’s 
fhips in the feveral ports of Great- 
Britain, at the time of the departure 
of admiral Byxg, with the fquadron 
under his command, for the relief of 
fort St PAilip’s, and during the period 
of time above-mentioned, according to 
the monthly returns thereof made to 
the adiniralty, and the number of fea- 
men borne and multered on board the 
faid fhips at, and during the faid time. 
2. Copies of all orders and inftructions 
givén to admiral Byzg, from the time 
of his being appointed commander in 
chief of the fquadron, which failed in 
April lat for the Mediterranean ; and 
alfo copies of all letters written to or 
reccived from the faid admiral, during 
his continuance in fuch command, by 


either of his miajelty’s fecretaries of 


{tate, or by the commiflioners for exe- 
cuting the office of Jord high admiral 
of Great Britain, relating to the ftate 
and condition of the faid {quadron, and 
to the execution of the faid orders and 
in{tructions. 3. Copies of the month- 
ly lifts, containing the difpofition of 
his majefty’s fhips and veffels in fea- 
pay, between O?. 1, 1755, and April 
6, 1759. §. An Account of what 
men were taken from other fhips, to 
make up the complements of the hips 


‘under admiral Byng. 6. An account 


of the number of men difcharged from 
ghe feveral thips under the command of 
admira! Byng, after he was appointed 
to the command, and previous to t-3 
failing, with the reafons for their dif- 
charge, and by what order. 7. Co- 
pies of all orders given to any officer, 
or officers, of his majefty’s land forces, 
to repair to his or their re{pective regi- 


ment, or regiments, or duty, in the f- 
fland of M:norca, from the 3oth day 
of duguf?, 1755, to the 30th day of 
April,1756. 8. An acount of the 
garrifon at fort St Péilip’s, in the I- 
{land of Minorca, onthe 8th of April, 
1756, containing the number of effec-

Then it was ordered, that all thefe 
addrefles fhould be prefented to his ma- 
jelty, by fuch members of that houfe, 
as were of his majelty’s molt Hon, 
privy council. : 

And it was alfo ordered, that there 
fhould be laid before that houfe, an ac- 
count of the additional {tores fupplied 
the thips under the command of admi- 
ral Byng at Port/mouth, previous to his 
failing, with the value thereof. 

As the people were then highly exaf- 
perated at the lofs of Minorca, and as 
many fufpected, that it was defignedly 
negiected and facrificed to the French, 
by fome among ourfelves, who were 
for a peace at any rate, that they 
might have a pretence for granting, by 
a new treaty, whatever conceflions the 
French wanted in America, in confide- 
ration of their reftoring to this nation 
the Ifland of Minorca, thefe refolutions 
gave a very general fatisfaction with- 
out doors, as they feemed to portend 
a ftriét and impartial inquiry into this 
myfterious affair; and the Jacobites 
and Republicans, that is to fay, thofe 
who are difaffected to the illuftrious fa- 
mily now upon our throne, had nothing 
to fay, but only to infinuate a fufpicion, 
that fome excufe would be made for his 
majefty’s not complying with every 
thing defired, by thefe addreffes. But 
this fufpicion was foon removed; for, 
on the roth, the lord Bateman report- 
ed to the hovfe, that their addrefles of 
Tuefday \aft (the 8th) had been pre- 
fented to his majefty ; and that his ma- 
jefty had Riba Wy him to acquaint 
the houfe, thathe would give direétions 
accordingly, 


2 the 7th of March it was order- 
ed, 


1. That 
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1. That the commiffioners for exe- 
cuting the office of lord high admiral 
of Great Britain, do lay before this 
houfe, an account of the fhips, num- 
ber of men, number of guns, and 
weight of metal, on board each fhip in 
admir i! Byng’s {quadron, on the 20th 
of May laft. 

2. That the faid commiffioners, do 
lay befo:e this houfe, copies or extracts 
of all papers, fo far as they relate to 
any intelligence of the names of the 
fhips, number of men, number of guns, 
and weight of metal, on board each 
fhip in Monf. Galifionier’s {quadron, 
on the 20th of May laft, with the date 
of the receipt of fuch intelligence 
here. | 

3. That there be laid before this 
houfe, an account where lord Robert 
Ber tie’s regiment was quartered when 
it was ordered to march to Port/mouth, 
when it came there, and what regiment 
Or regiments were then in quurters at 
that place, or in the neighbourhood 
thereof; and alfo all orders fent to the 
faid regiment, relative to its embarka- 
tion on board the fleet commanded by 
admiral Byzg, and alfo the returns of 
the faid regiment, at the time of its 
embarkation, and for a month previous 
thereto. 

- And 4. That there be laid before 
this houfe, copies of the fecretary at 
war’s orders to general Fowke, rela- 
ting to the putting on board admiral 
Byng’s {quadron a battalion from the 
thet of Gibraltar, and the date of 
the receipt of thofe orders. 

On the 22d of March it was refolv- 
ed, that an humble addrefs be prefent- 
ed to his majefty, that he will be gra- 
cioufly pleafed to give directions that 
there be laid before this houfe, 

1. A copy of his majefty’s warrant 
for the inquiry into the conduct of ma- 


jor-ceneral Stewart, major-general 


Cornwallis, and the earl of Effingham, 
together with a copy of the general of- 
ficers who compofed the faid board. 
And 2. Acopy ofa letter, dated the 
4th of Fune laft, from Mr Fox, one of 
his principal {ecretaries of fate, to the | 
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commiflioners for executing the office 
of lord high admiral of Great- Britain, 
relating tu the orders given to Sir Ed- 
ward Hawke to repair to the Medi- 
terranean, and to the recall of admiral 
Byng; and alfo a copy of a letter, da- 
ted the 27th of June, from Mr Fox, 
one of his majefty’s principal fecreta- 
ries of {tate, to the faid commiflioners 
of admiralty, fignitying his majefty’s 
pleafure, that acmiral By xg thould be 
immediately put uncer arrelt. 

And at the fame time it was order- 
ed, that the faid commiffioners of ad- 
miralty, do lay before this houfe, an 
account of the number of guns, weight 
of metal, and number of men on board 
the Fortune, on the 20th of May laft, 
under the command of admiral Byxg. 

All which refolutions and orders 
were complied with, and, to all appear- 
ance, fully and duly complied with ; 
for the very titles of the papers pre- 
fented to the houfe in purfuance of 
them, fill op about 28 folio pages of 
the printed votes of that feflion; 
which confirmed people in the opinion, 
that the inquiry would be both ftri@ 
and impartial, and that a difcovery 
would be made, if the lofs of the im- 
portant Ifland of Minorca was occa- 
fioned by any latent defign, any wil- 
ful neglect, or any egregious mifcon- 
duct in thofe who had an influence in 
the councils of this nation. 

And moft of thefe papers having 
been prefented to the houfe, and or- 
dered to lie upon the table, for the pe- 
rufal of the members, on or before the 
22d of March, it was then refolved, 
that the houfe would on that day 
month, being the 19th of April then 
next, refolve itfelf into a committee of 
the whole houfe, to confider of feve- 
ra] papers then or before prefented to, 
the houfe, relating to this affair. Af- 
ter which it was ordered, that the. 
houfe fhould be called over on that 
day ; and that fuch members as fhou!d 
not attend, fhoold be fent for in cufto« 
dy of the ferjeant at arms, 

‘Tho’ this had {till the appearance of 
ftri€tnefs and impartiality, yet many 
gcaa 
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entlemen without doors began now 
to be doubtful as to the event, and to 
complain of the affair’s being referred 
to a committee of the whole houfe. 
They infilted, that an affair of fuch an 
intricate, dark, myfterious, and even 
fufpicious nature, ought to have been 
referred to a felect and fecret commit- 
tee, chofen by ballct, and impowered 
to fend for perfons, papers and recorcs, 
and to examine witnelles in the molt 
folemn manner; which committee 
might have been able to have made 
a report in a month’s time; and from 
that report, and the names of the gen- 
tlemen chofen of the committec, the 
people without doors would have been 
able to judge with fome certainty, 
whether the inquiry had béen carried 
on with that ftriétnefs and impartiality 
which the national misfortune requi- 
red, which every man in the kingdom 
had a right to expe¢t, and which the 
perfons accufed by the publick voice 
ought, if innocent, to have infilted on. 

But what was, indeed a little fur- 
prifing, there was not fo much as a mo- 
tion made for any fach committee. 
However, in the mean time, the fol- 
Jowing refolutions were agreed to, 
viz. 

That an humble addrefs be pre- 
fented to his majefty, that he will be 
gracioufly pleafed to give directions 
that there be laid before this houfe, 

1. Copies of all orders and Jetters 
from either of his majefty’s principal 
fecretaries of {tate, to the commiffion- 
érs of the admiralty, relative to the 
failing of any of his majefty’s fhips of 
war to the Wediterraneantrom Auguft 
¥1,1755,to duguff 1, 1756. 

2. Copies of all letters which were 
received by any of gis majefty’s mini- 
fters, his majeity’s fecretary at war, 
Or adjutant general, from licutenant- 

eneral Blakeney, relating to Minorca, 
From May 1755, tothe time of the 
furrender of St Philip's caftle. ©” 

3- A copy of bis majelty’s orders in 
council of March 2, 17506, for laying a 


gcncral embargo on all ihips and vei- 


fels in the kingdoms of Great-By;. 
tain and /reland, in order to the more 
{peedy manning of his fleet. 

4. Copies of all orders given to any 
officer or officers abfent, upon the ci- 
vil eftablifhment, to repair to their du- 
ty upon the ifland of “Minorca, from 
Auguf? 30, 1755, to April 30, 1756. 

g. An Account of al] fuch officers of 
the civil or military eftablifhment of 
the ifland of :inorca, or of the garri- 
fon of fort St PAilip’s as were at any 
time, and at what times, abfent from 
their duty, from Aug. 30, 1755, to 
April 30, 1756. : 

During the fame time the following 
orders were alfo agreed to, viz. 

1. That there be laid before this 
honfe, an account of the number of 
feamen employed in the fervice of the 
royal navy, from Dec. 31, 1755, to 
Dec. 31, 1756, upon a medium of each 
month; diltinguifhing wh-t number 
were born, and what muttered, in the 
faid fervice. | 

2. That the commiffioners of admi- 
ralty do lay before this houfe, a par- 
ticular account of the f{-veral times at 
which the feyveral letters, and other 
papers, containing inteliigence, copies 
whereof were hy them laid before this 
houfe, upon 7nefday, March 22 lalt, 
were refpectiyely received at the ad- 
miralty-office. 

3. That an account be Iaid before 
this houfe of the number of fhips and 
floops with their rates and tonnage, 
that were repaired and repairing, built 
and building, in the king’s and _pri- 
vate yards, together with the numbers 
launched and, compleated, between 
January 1,1755, and April 31, 1756- 

4. That an account be Jaid before 
this houfe of the number of artificers 
and labourers in his majefty’s feveral 
dock and rope yards, on Fanuary 1», 
1756, and March 31 following. — 

4. That an account be laid before 
this houfe, fhewing the direétions gi- 
ven by thecommifljoners of admiralty, 
for procuring of men to man the fleet, 
as well as the methods taken for the 
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more Speedy equipment thereof, be- 
tween fanuary 1, 1755, and March 
1756. 

an That there be laid before this 
houfe copies of all fuch orders as have 
been given in the years 1755 and1756, 
for raifing any company Or companies 
of miners, for the fervice of /inorca, 
as alfo fuch orders as may have been 

iven to fuch miners, to embark for 
the ifland of Minorca, together with 
the time of their departure foi that fer- 
vice. 
~ And, in compliance with thofe refo- 
Jutions and orders, as well as the for- 
mer, a very large additional number of 
papers were in this intervening tume 
laid before the houfe, from whence the 
people without doors imagined, that it 
was become {till more neceilary to re- 
fer this affair to the confideration of 
a feleét and fecret committee, as they 
judged it to be impufible for a com- 
mittee of the whole houfe to examine 
accurately fuch infinite numbers of pa- 

ers as then lay before the houle, and 
to {tate diltinétly the feveral facts or 
proofs that might refult from them; 
and much lefs to pick out fuch facts, 
as might require to be further cleared 
up by parole evidence, or to difcover 
and call for {uch petfons as ought to 
be ex:mined for that purpofe. But on 
the 19 of 4pri/, upon reading the or- 
der of the day, it was ordered that all 
{uch pape’s and accounts, prefented to 
the houfe in that feflion of parliament, 
as related to intelligence concerning 
the motions or defigns of the French, 
to preparations made, and orders gi- 
ven, for the equipment or failing of 
any of his majelty’s fhips of war, or 
or the defence or any of his majefty’s 
dominiors in the Mediterranean, and 
to the ftate and condition of his 
majefty’s navy, and of the ifland 
of M:norca, dering the years 1755 
and 1756, fhould he referred to 
the faid committee; whereupon the 
houfe refolved itfelf into the fam -, and 
after fome time fpent therein, Mr 
Speaker sefumed the chajr; and Mr 
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Potter, the chairman of the committee, 
reported, that they had made a pro- 
grefs in the matters to them referred, 
and that he was direéted by the com- 
mitt.e to move, that they might have 
leave to fit again; upon which it was 
refolyed, that the houfe would next 
morning refolve itfelf into a commite 
tee of the whole houfe, tq contider fur- 
ther of the faid papers and ac- 
counts, 

Next day a new paper relating to 
this affair was prefented to the houfe, 
and referred to the faid committee; 
and aiter reading the order of the 
day, the houie refolved itfelf into 
the faid committee, which was now 
called a committee of the whole houfe 
in this feflion of parliament, relating to 
intelligence concerning the motions 
and defigns of the French, to preparati- 
ons made, and orders given, for the e- 
quipment or failing of any ot his ma- 
jelty’s thips of war, or for the defence 
of any of his majeity’s dominions ia 
the Mediterranean, and to the {tate 
and condition of his majelty’s navy, 
and of the ifland of Minorca, durin 
the years 1755 and 1756; when the 
committee made a further progrefs, 
and it was refolved, that it fhould fit 
again next morning. 

Accordingly next day, the order af 
the day being read, a new paper relating 
to this affair was prefented tothe houfe, 
and referred to the faid committee; 
and the houfe having refolved itfelf 
into the fame, a further progrefs was 
made, and it was refolved, that the 
committee fhould fit again next morr- 
ing, when the following orders were 
previoufly moved for and agreed 
to, vz. 

That there be laid before this haufe, 

1. Copies of all letters between Fed, 
1, and the laft day of May, 1756, from 
the fecretary at war, which relate to 
the embarkation of officers or recruits 
belonging to the garrifon of Minorca, 
and ordered to their polts. 

2. A lilt of the ofhcers belonging to 
the garrifon of Minorca, who were re- 
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moved into other corps, between O¢f. 
1, 1755, and Feb. 3, 1756. 

3. A lift of the officers abfent from 
their regiments at Minorca, on Feb. 1, 
1756, with the dates of their com- 
miffions at that time. 

And, after reading the order of the 
day, a great many new papers relating 
to this affair were laid before the houfe, 
in compliance with thefe or fome for- 
mer orders or refolutions, all which 
were referred to the faid committee, 
and the houfe having refolved itfelf in- 
to the fame, a further progrefs was 
made, and it was refolved, that the 
committee fhould fit again, on the 
Monday following, when it was order- 
ed, that the account of the number of 
feamen employed in the fervice of the 
royal navy, from Dec. 31, 1754, to 
Dec. 31, 1755, upon a medium of each 
month, diftinguifhing what number 
were born, and what muttered in the 
faid fervice, which was prefented to 
the houfe upon Zan. 28, 1756, fhould 
be referred to the {aid committee; and 
a new paper relating to this affair be- 
ing prefented and referred to the com- 
mittee, the order of the day was 
fome time afterwards read, when the 
houfe refolved itfelf into the fame, and 
the committee having continued ma- 
king a further proprefs, until after one 
ef the clock on Tuefday morning, it 
was refolved, that it fhould fit again 
that day at twelve of the clock. 

Accordingly, on that day, the hcufe 
refolved itfelf again into a committee 
of the whole houfe upon this affair, 
made a further progrefs, and it was re- 
folved, that the committee fhould fit 
apain on the T4ur/day following, when 
a further progrefs was made, and it 
was relolved, that the committee fhould 
frt again the next day, which it accord- 
ingly did, but previous thereto, an or- 
der was made, That there be forthwith 
Jaid before this houfe, a lift of officers 
belonging to the four regiments in 
garrifon at Minorca, who were abfent 
fiom thence in Great-Brituin, on the 
recruiting ferviee, Fed. 1, 17563 and 
the faid lift having been before prepa- 





red, it was then immediately prefented 
to the houte by the lord Barrington, 
and referred to the faid committee; 
after which the houle having refulved 
itfelf into the fame, a further progrefs 
was made, and it was refolved, that 
the committee fhould fit again on the 
Monday following, which it according- 
ly did, and after {ome time {pent there- 
in, Mr Speaker refumed the chair ; and 
Mr Potter reported from the commit- 
tee, tnat they had come to feveral re- 
folutions, which they had directed him 
to report, when the houfe would pleafe 
to receive thefame, And as the houfe 
had continued to fit till after twelve 
of the clock on Tue/day morning, it 
was ordered, that the report fhould be 
received that day at twelve of the clock, 
Thus I have given, at full length, all 
the refolutions and orders for papers 
that were made during the progrefs of 
this inquiry, that the readers may 
from thence judge, what fort of papers 
were laid before the houfe ; bur‘as to 
the papers themfelves, the very titles 
of them would take up much more 
room than could poflibly be {pared in 
your magazine, and would be not on- 
ly of very litttle fatisfaction, but very 
tirefome to the reader, However, 
from the refolutions and orders, every 
reader may guefs what an infinite num- 
ber of ge muft have been laid be- 
fore the houfe on this occafion, and 
confequently may judge how neceffary 
it was for the fatistaG@ion even of thole 
within doors, and much more for the 
fatisfaction of thofe without, to have 
had this enquiry referred to an impar- 
tial, felect, and fecret committee. 
That the copying of fuch an infinite 
number of papers, muit have been a 
vaft expence to the public, and a very 
great trouble to our public offices, is 
not to be queftioned ; therefore we 
mutt fuppofe, that there was fome very 
important defign in fetting on foot any 
fuch enquiry, and it is highly probable 
that the defign was two-fold: Thole 
who thought that our mini(ters in 
1755 and “1756, or fome of them, 
were guilty of fome fecret, wicked de- 
uae fign, 
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fign, or at leaft, of fome egregious ne- 
glect or mifconduct, had a mind to get 


fome punifhment inflicted, or fome 


cenfure p-iled on them by parliament, 
in order to deter future minifters from 
being guilty of the like crime or negli- 
gence. And as to thofe who thought 
that none of thofe who were our mini- 
fters in the years 1755 and 1756, were 
guilty of any crime, negligence, or mif- 
onduct, their defign was to have them 
jultified by parliament againft the po- 
pular clamour that had been raifed by 
the lofs of Minorca, which reflected 
fo much difhonour upon this nation, 
and was of fuch prejudice to our trade 
and influence in all parts of the Medi- 
terranéan, ) 
Now for anfwering either of thefe 
defigns, the carrying on of this enqui- 
ry by a fecret and feleét committee, 
chofen by ballot, and properly impow- 
ered, was more proper, and would have 
been more effectual than by the carry- 
ing it on by a committee of the whole 
houfe ; for with regard to thefe two 
defigns, a feleé&t committee might have 
examined the feveral papers laid before 
the houfe with more accuracy, and 
might have ftated the feveral faés that 
appeared from them, with more preci- 
fion, than it was poflible for it to be 
done by a committee of the whole 
houfe: A felect committee might, and 
probably would have called for and ex- 
amined fome of the clerks of the re- 
{pective offices, in order to fee that all 
the papers called for by the houfe had 
been duly laid before them, and all the 
extracts from letters, &c. faithfully 
drawn out; whereas it does not ap- 


spear, that there was any one _witnefs_ 


called for this purpofe, or examined 
by the committee of the whole houfe : 
And if there were any letters or papers 
of intelligence, that ought to be kept 
fecret, they might have been commu- 
nicated to a fecret committee but could 


i pot, confiftently with national honour, 


communicated to a committee of the 
whole houfe : Whether there were any 
fuch or no, is a queftion that cannot be 


anfwered from any of the proceedings 
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on this affair, as few or no tranflations 
appear in any of the lifts or papers : hut 
were laid before the houle; but if 
there were none fuch, it is a fign that 
our minifters had no fuch foreign in- 
telligence or correfpondents, as the 
minilters of a great and rich nation 
ovght to have, efpecially in time of 
war. 

For anfwering this firft defign there- 
fore, a feleé&t and fecret committee 
would certainly have been the molt ef- 
fectual ; and as to the fecond, it could 
not be anfwered by any other fort of 
committee. If fuch a committee had 
been appointed and chofen, the people 
without doors, as well as within, could 


have judged whether the choice was 


impartial ; and if it had appeared to be 
impartial, the report of {uch a commit- 
tee, printed, and difperfed thro’ the 
kingdom, with every fact {tated in it, 
fupported by authentic papers, inferted 
at full length in the appendix, would 
have enabled every man without doors 
as well as within, to have judged for 
himfelf, and confequently, if favoura- 


ble to our minifters, would have remo- 


ved every fufpicion that had naturally 
arifen, or been artfully propagated a- 
mong the people without doors : 
Whereas the bare refolutions of a com- 
mittee of the whole houfe, unfupported 
by any proofs or vouchers, can give 
fatistaction to none but fuch as put an 
implicit confidence in the wifdom and 


integrity of parliament ; and whether 


this can have any general effed, again 
a popular clamour, that feems, from 
the nature of things, to have fome 
foundation, may, by every reader, be 
eafily determined. 

It is therefore a little furprizing, that 
no motion was made by either fide for 
referring this enquiry to a felec&t and 


fecret committee, notwithftanding the 


difficulties that muft have appeared af- 
ter the houfe began to proceed upon it 
in a committee of the whole houfe. 
How to account for this is what I thall 
not take ypon me to do; but I muft 


-obferve, that on April 16, Mr Pitt, 


by his waje/ly’s command, reigned Boon 
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feals of fecretary of ftate for the fouth- 
érn department, and about the fame 
time Mr Legge réfigned the offices of 
chancellor ot his majelty’s Exchequer, 
and commiffioner of the Freafury, and 
feveral of their friends, particalarly Mr 
Potter, refigned the places they then 
heid under the government, none of 
whom were replaced until juit before 
the end of this fefhon. 

But now, to return to the hiftory of 
this inquiry, as no motion had been 
made, during the wkole courfe of it, 
to refer it, to  feleét and fecret com- 
mittee, Mr Poffer, according to the 
order before mentioned, reported, on 
Tuc/day, May 3, the retolations which 
the committee had direétéed him to re- 
port to the houfé, all of which were 
agreed to by the houfe.

An Account of the late Difcoveries of 
Antiquities at Herculaneum; in an 
ExtraG of a Letter from Camillo 
Paderni, Keeper of the Herculanean 
Mufeum, and F. R.S. to Thomas 
Hollis, Ef; dated Naples, Dec. 16, 
1756. 

Read before the Royal Society, Fed. 
10; 1757, and. publifhed in their 
tranfactions. 


T is probable, that the firft volume 
of antique paintings will be pub- 
Jithed at Ealter, in which there will be 
fifty copper-plates, with obfervatioris 
by the academy lately eftablifhed here 
for ifluftraring the antiquities. 

Two volumes of the ancient Papy- 
rus have been unrolled. One treats of 
Robetoric, and the other is upon Mu- 
fic; and both are written by the fame 
author, Philodemus. Ll Signor Cano- 
nico Mazzocchi, a very learned gen- 
tlem io of this city, is now tranflating 
them from the Greek. There are two 

tfons conftantly employed in unrol- 

ing other volumes. 

In the month of April were found 
two fine buits of women, the fubjats 


unknown ; alio a young ftig, of excef. 
lent workmanthip, upon a bafe. The 
height of 1, from tiié teet to the to 
of the head, is three palms and a halt; 
likewrle its companion, but broken in 
many pieces; which, however, I hope 
to rcitore.

In October, a female {tatue, of mid- 
ling workmaniiip ; alfo a Silenus,a 
paim and three inches high, ttanding 
upon a {quare bafe raifed upon three 
rows of iteps, which are fupported at 
the angles by lions claws He has a 
bald heady a long curled beard, a hairy 
body, and naked feet. The drapery 
about him is loole and flowing; the 
fore-finger of each hand is: extended, 
and all che reft ate clofed. From his 
back arifes a branch above the head, 
Where it divides into two, which, 
twifting their foliage round it, fall and 
fpread themfeives below the fhoulders, 
on each of which a ftand is placed’ to 
fixalamp. In the middle, betwixt 
the extremities of thefe two {mall 
branches, 13 a bird refembling a parro- 
quet. The whole of this is ina’ very 
good tafte. AN thele above-nit-niion- 
ed até of bronze. 

In November was difcovered a beau- 
tiful marble Terminus, of Greck work- 
manfhip, as Big'as the lifé. It is drefe’d 
inachlamys; hasa young countenance; 
and the head is covered with a Grecian 
helmet. 

Many otter things have alfo been 
found, as lamps, vafes, and’ fuch-like, 
in bronze. Ard we have often met 
with' paintings. If any farther difco- 
veries are miadé, which dre remarkable, 
ae may' depend on’ being informed of 
them. 

At prefent my time is much taken 
up, in 4 work extremely difficult and 
tedious; which is this: when tHe 
theatre was firlt difcovered, there were 
found'in it, among other things, fe- 
veral horfes in bronze, larger than the 
life ; but all of thetn bruifed and broke 
in many pieces. From this fad con: 
dition they are not yet reftored. Bat

Tranfaétions: of the Royal 
Society, being Part 1. of Vol. 1. for 
the Year 1757. 


Rticle I. An account of the 

earthquake in New-England and 

the adjacent country on the 18th of 

Nov. 1755, about a quarter after four 
in the morning. 

The night in which this earthquake 
happened was perfectly calm and fe- 
rene, and the moon was very near the 
full and fhone very bright. The 
earthquake was preceded by a roaring 
noife in the N, W. like thunder at a 
diftance, Which grew louder and came 
nearer till it valfed over the place, at 
which inftant the fhock was felt. The 
firft fhock, which was felt about a mi- 
nute after the noife was firft heard, was 
a kind of pulfe. or undulation, fome- 
thing like that of along rolling fea. 
It was faid, by aman who was then 
on the road, that the tops of two trees, 
one of which was 25 feet high, and the 
other 30, waved io feet, and that he 
was obliged to catch hold of fome- 
thing to prevent his being thrown 
down, but it is probable that he was 
deceived confiderably by his fear, for 
no building was thrown down nor da- 
maged otherwife than by the fall of 
fome chimneys. This undulatory mo- 
tion was, without any intermiflion of 
re{t, fucceeded by a tremor or quick 
horizontal vibratory motion with fab- 
den jerks or wrenches; this motion 
continued abovt two minutes, and 
then gradually abating al] became quiet 
and fil, the whole having lafted about 
four minutes and an half: About 29 
thinutes after five, a fecond tremor 
camé on, which was not equal to the 
firft eithet in violence or duration. 
On the Saturday following, about 27 
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minutes after eight in the evening 
there was a third fhock more confide- 
rable than the fecond, but not equal to 
the firft, And on Friday the 19 of 
Dec, exactly at 10 o'clock in the even- 
ing, there was a fourth fhock, lefs fen- 
fible than either of the preceding, but 
like them attended with a noife, 

The courfe of this earthquake was 
from N. W. to S. E. and this agrees 
with the accounts from the /Veff /ndies, 
that on the 18th of /Vov. about two in 
the afternoon, that is about nine 
hours after the firft and great fhock, 
the fea fuddenly retired from the har- 
bour of St Martin’s, and left the vef- 
fels dry where there uled tobe 3 or 4 
fathom water. 

The center of this earthquake, 
which feems to have been of greater ex - 
tent than any other that has happened 
in this country, is thought to have 
been the fea coaft of the province of 
New-Hamp/hir-, in latitude 43 degrees 
north. Its limit to,the S$. W. was 
Chefapeak Bay in Maryland; to the 
N. E. Halifax in Nova-Scotia; its li- 
mit N. W. and by W. was Lake 
George; the S. E. limit is not deter- 
mined. It was, héwever, felt in the 
Atlantic 70 leagues to the E. of Cape 
Ann, the extent E, and W. from Ha- 
lifax to Late George was 550 miles, 
and along the fea coaft from N. E. to 
W. S. W. 800 miles. 

In fome parts of the country, parti= 
cularly at Pembroke, about 20 miles 
S. E. of Cambridge in New: England, 
feveral chalms were made in the earth, 
from fome of which water was throwt 


fine white fand. At fea feveral vélfels, 
efpecially thofe in the harbours, ‘Were 
violently agitated, fo that thé meg 
thought they had ttruck, and t4imedi« 
ately afterwards the water w a8 covered 
with fifh of different forts, great and 
fmall, fome dying and others dead. 
—To this account of the carthquake 
is added un account of the weather in 
the preceding part of the year, begin- 
ning with January; and in an Oppo- 
fite column, an account of the weather 
. 0 2 pice 
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preceding the great earthquake in 1727, 
which happened nearly at the fame 
{cafon of the year.

himfelf, yet he had fcarce changed his 
linen, before he found a burning pain 
in the ring finget of his right hand, 
which he impsted to his having inad- 
vertently touched the aquafortis ; ina 
very fhort time the pain extended it- 
Self tothe whole hand, which {welled 
contiderably ; foon after the pain ceaf- 
ed, and the {welling fubfided, but at 
the fame time the left hand was affeét- 
ed exactly in the fame maaner as the 
sight hand had been: ina few minutes 
woth pain and {welling removed to the 
infide of his legs, which he faid felt as 
if {calging water had been thrown up- 
on them: His fockings were immedi- 
ately pulled off, and there appeared 
many red (pots, about as broad as fix- 
pences, Tomething raifed above the 
thin, and covered with veryfinall blifters. 
Avout ewo hours after the accident 
Ide Afounfey ficlt faw him s he then 
somplained Of great anxicty, and a 
pein ar the pit of bis Lomach, which he 
pid fel: as afa hot iron had been Jaid 
rpon it, he al complained of a nau- 


kee, and zcepreruh telle and fact! in 


his mouth and nofe, The Dr found 
his pulle regular, but flower and weak. 
er than in health: fome alcaline vola- 
tile medicines were ordered, and he 
was direcied to drink fack whey. He 
vomited once, and had four or five 
{tools, but whether before or after the 
medicine and whey were adminiltred 


does not appear; after thefe evacuati- 


onshis ftomach was eafier, but the 
pain and naufea foon returned, with 
the addition of a fhooting pain in the 
left cye ; he continued the medicines, 
drank plentifully of the whey, and was 
hept in a breathing fweat; while the 
{weating continued he was eafier, but 
his burning pains returned gradually as 
it went off, with fhootings in his eye, 
and difcolorations of the fkin, which 
were almoft contiriually fhifting from 
one place to another, his pulfc conti- 
nuing {till regular but weak. 

On Sunday night, the 2d of his ill- 
nefs, he flept well, and on Monday 
morning till eleven was better and 
his pulfe rofe. After this interval 
his burning pains returned with 
great violence, and he was relieved 
by a warm bath of water with 
fome wood-afhes. Ia his paroxy{ms 
he would cry out vehemently, fome- 
times complaining that his body would 
burft, fometimes that he fhould be fuf- 
focated, and fometimes that his heart 
was on fire. Befides the bath it was 
fomctimes found neceffary to have re- 
courfe to opium, which always produ- 
ced a good effet. His fymptoms at 
Jength gradually abated, and on the 
gth day he got out of bed, his paro- 
xyf{ms became {till fhorter and lefs fre- 
quent, and after fome time he perfect- 
ly recovered, 

It feems probable that the mifchief 
arofe from the mixture of the verdi- 
greafe and aqua fortis, rather than from 
the aqua fortis and leaf brafs, becaufe 
it is very ulual for manufacturers of va- 
rious kinds to pour aqua fortis upon 
copper and brafs, and to ftir it, even 
while they quicken the effe@ by pla- 
cing the plate or veilel over a charcoal 
ire, without receiving any injury.

wa- 
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waters at Malverne in Worcefferfhire, 
by Dr Vall. ' 

Dr Wall relates fevera] inflances in 
which thefe waters have cured foyl fi- 
ftulous ulcers, and confirmed leprofies, 
which had refilted the force of all o- 
ther medicines. 

Art. IV. An account of the mine- 
yal waters of Carlsbad in Bohemia. 

Thefe waters rife in two {prings, 
Sne of which is fo hot as to be ufed 
by the inhabitants for {calding their 
pigs, and poultry, the other may be 

orn by the hand; the qualities of 
both. are fuppofed to be the fame, but 
the hotteft is thought to poffefs them 
in the highelt degree. 

This water when put into a glafs 
appears bluith, it depofits no fediment, 
but a thin whitifh {cum foon gathers 
upon the furface, which is fale to the 
tafte, and is ufed to clean the teeth, and 
{cour filver; the pipes through which 
it flows, and whatever is immerfed in 
it is very foon covered with a yellow 
incruftation. The incruftation on the 
rece and troughs is light and of a 

right colour, anda light friable con- 
filtence ; it has alfo a corrofive quali- 
ty, and is ufed by the inhabitants to 
eat off what is called proud fi: th from 
wounds and fores. The incruftation 
that is found near the mouth of the 
{pring where it bur{ts from the rock, 
is browner and harder ; there are yet 
other flony. incruftations in the fub- 
terranean cavities of the {pring, which 
feem to be a kind of alabaitrine {par ; 
they are beautifully marked with {trait 
veins of different colours, and take fo 
fine a polifh that they are often ufed in 
finer work for the tops of tables, and

place to make them into fleeve but- 
tons, cane heads, and fnuff- boxes. 

Thefe waters are thought to be ve- 
ry efficacious in removing obftructions, 
and curing the gravel and the ftone.

Art. V..An eflay towards afcer- 
taining the foccific gravity of living 
men. 
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It is proved by fevcral experiments, 
that in general men are tpecitically 
lighter than freth water, and confe- 
quently lighter than fale water in a 
greater degree, fo that if perfons who 
fail into the water could preferve their 
prefence of mind, they would without 
any effort float a confideratle time ; 
and of thole men who are heavier 
than water, there are none who would 
not be kept up by a piece of wood no 
bigger than an oar. 

ART, VI. An account of the cure 
of the gut //eunz, after it was cut thro’ 
with a knife, by Mr Peter Travers, 
furgeon at Lisbon, 

The patient was {tabbed with a knife 
in the right hypograltic region, about 
three fingers breadth above the os pu- 
bis : after the ftroke the knife was 
drawn back obliquely. towards the na- 
vel, fo that the wound was wider out- 
wardly than within ; the perforation 
through the peritonzum was about 2 
quarters of an inch wide, and that 
through the external teguments was an 
inch and an half. The ileum hong 
out 11 or 12 inches, and was pierced 
quite through, the wound being wide 
enough to admit the: forefinger. . 

The furgeon, after clearing away 
the grumous blood with warm water, 
and fungary water, made the oninter- 
rupted future on both perforations, 
one being on each fide the gut; he 
then dilated the common integumenrs 
of the belly, and reduced the intefline, 
Jeaving the two ends of ‘the thread at 
the fuperficies of the woand, the ex- 
ternal perforation wag then fewed up 
by the interrupted fuqure, and common 
dreflings .of lint and bandage applied. 
Aclyfter of oi} of olives, the yolk of 
an egg; and warm water, was given im- 
mediately after the operation. 

The accideat happened en the 2d of 
Auguff. On the 4th the paticat was 
in a high fever, having been tormented 
the whole night witlvexcrucisting pa’ 
and perpetual vomitings ; to mitigate 
thefe fymptonis, ten ounces of bloc,l 
were immediately takea away, the cly-

ing weree extremely troublefome, bit 
batipwere relieved by a tea fpoonful 
rt’ Huxham’s tinéture of the bark 
given in a little mint, water fix times a 
day. The bleedings and clyfters were 
continued. : 
On the 7th the pulfe foftened, and a 






copious perfpiration came on, the 


blecdings therefore were omitted, but 
the clylters being continued, the patient 
towards night had a proper difcharge 
by {tool very tetid and infpiffated. 

In the night hetween the 7th and 8th 
he firft flept, though a purping fuper- 
vened. In the morning the feyer was 
Jefs, the purging continued all day. - 

On the gth he had five ftools, his 
naufea abated, and a gentle diaphorefis 
continued. 

On the roth, the fingultus ceafed, 
the vomiting was lefs but the purging 
was violent, and the pulfe law and ac- 
celerated: the patient complained alfo 
of a molt acute pain in the wounded 
parts.. He was then ordered to take 
1 drachm of crabs eyes, and 1 drachm 
of red coral prepared with .two grains 
of opium in powders at three dofes. . 

‘Qn the 11th be was better, tho’ the 
distrbaa continued, 

On the rgth the threads with.which 
the future of the gut had beentmade 
came out of themfelves,the wound was 
in a good tate, the fever was much 
bated, but the diarrhaa-was sather in-

To learn of an enemy has always 
been accounted politick and hongura- 
ble, and therefore I hope it will raife 
no prejudices againft my project, to 
confefs that I borrowed it from a 
Frenchman.

On the next day let the fame place 
be fhewed them again, but with fome 
additions of {trength or terror. I can- 
not pretend to inform our generals 
thro’ what gradations of danger they 
fhall train their men to fortitude. They 
beft know what the foldiers and what 
themfelves can bear. It will be proper 
that the war fhould every day vary its 
appearance, Sometimes, as they mount 
the ramparts, a cook may throw fat 
upon the fire, to accuftom them to a 
fudden blaze; and fometimes, by the 

clatter of empty pots, they may be inu- 
red.to formidable noifes. But let it 
never be forgotten, that victory mult 
always repofe with a full belly. 

In time it will be proper to bring 
our prifoners from the coaft, and’place 
them upon the wall in martial order.

years as to raife that drug to a very 
high price. It much refembles gun 
arabic in many refpects, but generally 
comes in much larger drops, ufually 
ofan oval form, fome of the bignefs of 
a {majlegg, and others yet larger : their 
furface 1s rough and wrinkled : It isa 
very hard, but not 2 touph gum, con- 
fiderably heavy, and of a very fine and 
even inward texture. When broken 
it is found to be of a pale brown co- 
Jour. It has no {mell and bur little 
tafte. If held in the mouth it will 
melt, though flowly, and is entirely 
diffolvable in water, but not at all m 
oils or {pirits. The French have it 
from the country people who colleé 
it on both fides of the river, partly for 
merchandize, and partly for their own 
ufe. They diffolve it in milk, and in 
that fkate make it a principal ingredi- 
ent in many of their difhes, and often 
feed on it thus alone. It is yet un- 
certain from what tree this gum is pro- 
duced; tho’ we may expect to have 
the matter decided when that part of 
Mr Adanfon’s work is publifhed which 
treats of it. ‘Flris gentleman madea 
voyage to Sexega/ on purpofe to col- 
lect materials for writing a natural, 
civil, and geographical hittory of the 
country where he ftayed 5 years, and 
being lately returned, has publifhed 
the fisft volume of his work in large 
quarto at Paris, which is to be follow- 
ed by feven more. . 
This author, as appears from the 
map prefixed to his firft volume, con- 
founds the river Senega, as he calls it, 
with the Niger, though the latter has 
been always held to run from welt to 
ealt, contrary to the former, nor does 
it throw itfelf into the fea at all, but, 
which is very particular is loft in the 
fand, from whence alfo it originally 
Springs. From the beft maps of Afii- 
ca, De Lifle’s and D’ Anville’s,’ it 
does not appear that the Sézega/ com- 
municares with or runs out of the 
Gandia; however Mr Adanfon makes 
it to do fo, agreeing in this with Mr 
Moore, in his topogrephical farvey of 
that Tong sivey, “st Ss eee 
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The natives of Senegal are of a 
dttp copper complexion, of an extreme 
jazy difpofition, and, on that account 
milerably poor, yet endowed with a 
wonerful docility when ftrangers take 

ains to inftru& them. 

‘The hotteft fummers in Europe 
would be winters in Senegal; all is a 
burning fand, abounding in many pla- 
ces with tygers, crocodiles, and huge 
venomous ferpenis, fome of them 
from 40 to $0 feet long. 

The nights are amazingly ferene, 
and the {tars fhine with a vivacity to 
which the Europeans are altogether 
The inhabitants, as fur- 
ptifing as it may feem, are well ac- 
quainted with thofe clufters of ftars 
which form the principal contftellati- 
ons, called the Lion, the Scorpion, the 
Eagle, Pegafus, Orion, Oc. to which 
they have given names that have no 
manner of relation to thofe of the an- 
cient Greeks and Arabians, {till retain- 
ed by our modern aftronomers. “ This 
one confideration, fays our author, 
may ferve as a {trong argument of the 
truth of Sir //zac Newton's fyftem 
whereon his chronology is principal- 
ly founded. For why may not Chiron, 
the Argonaut, be allowed to form ¢s 
good notions of afterifms to the {phere, 
and aflign them names, as _ thefe poor 
Africans, born in barbarity, and bred 
up in ignorance, without the leaft in- 
ducemeat to ftudy or {peculation ?”

ROM the vaft fandy defarts of 

Africa, 1 firlt was brought to 
light ; the time of my birth, or rather 
creation, ihe learned are not agreed on ; 
it is certhin, however, that I was 
brought forth in a heathenifh country. 
I never was chriftened till after my ar- 
rival in Exgland, when I was called 
Guinea, from the name of the country, 
which was fuppofed to be that of my 
birth. I was immediately put under 
the care of an eminent banker in 
{treet, and the firft ufe he is faid to

{pread us upon the table, and told us 
with the greateft extafy. We fhould; 
in all probability, have remained long- 
er in this happy fituation, had not a 
mortgage prefented itfelf to him. I 
then fell into the hands of a youn 
heir ; with himI vifited all the brothels 
in town, and oné night was transferred, 
with fonie hundreds more, to a fharper 
of quality at a noted chocolate-houfe, 
With my new mafter I remained a long 
time, vifiting the company about St 
James's; I then became the reward of 
a chairman, for having dogged a charm- 
ing girl of fixteen as far as her miftrefs’s 
in Taviftock-/freet ; but I grew too hot 
for the poor fellow’s pocket, who 
changed me at a pubdlic houfe for a 
dozen of beer to treat his companions. 
From the publican I went to a brewer; 
and from him to the Exci/e-Offce. 1 
fell at Jaft into the hands of a Few, and 
had like to have undergone a terrible 
{weat ; but juit as the liquor was pre- 
paring for ‘the operation ; a banker’s 
man rapped at the door with a bill in 
his hand, and preferved forty of us 
from a falivation. Ithen made one 
of a thoufand on a journey into Corn- 
wall, in order to incline the electors of 
a {mall borough ‘to vote according to 
their confciences. I'then fell into the 
hands of areceiver of the land-tax, and 
was conduéted with much thore money 
to the Excheyuer; from whence I was 
difpatched,in company with fome bank- 
notes, to a gentlefnan who. made 2 
great figure in the oppofition, and was 
by him ¢arried to Newmarket : ‘There 
I often changed mafters, and by turns 
became the property of acountry ‘fquire, 
a general, a fharper, a lord, a bully, 


and was by the latter given to a coun- 


try fcllow to prevent a drubbing pn 
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him I wa$ given to a Jady of pleafure, 
and by her ta,adurgeon, in order to re- 
pair fome breeches Jove had made in 
her conititugion ; be transferred-me to 
a coach-maker, in partef payment for 
an equipage. The coach-maker was 
{tripped of me and many more ata 
bawdy-houfe. I was then fent with a 
compliment to a jultice of peace, and 
was by him. given jo a lawyer; to de- 
fend him from the conlequencés of a 
falfe imprifomment.: a 

My, next dtage. was. to..a fifhmong- 
er’s, where I was fent for a turbot ;— 
from him. I weat to the O/d-Bailey, and 
was very initrumental in. getting a girl 
of the. town acquitted of a fmall.criine 
fhe was charged with. . 1 made feveral 
atsempts to get upon the bench, but to 
no purpofe ; aad was obliged to remain 


with.a gentleman in a black coif, who» 
fent felf and Co. in a few days, to the: 


Alley to purchale ftock, I then was 
fent to the, Bani; here I remained a 
long time-in prifon, but being wanted 
to forward a lottery, 10,000 of us were 
freed from gaol.- I was once more car- 
ried in triumph,to the Exchequer. My 
next malter was an obltinate Scotcé 
member, who had not been able for’ 
many years, to fee his own intereft : 
From him [went to a tayler for a 
birth-day fuit; from him to a draper; 
from the draper to Blackwedl-balt ; 
from thence to aclothier in Gloucejfer-

tents .of,an old ;leathern pouth,: the 
reward of two years hard labour, at the 
next metkettown, im prickipg at tbe 
bels..; J faved my next mattes from the 
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county bridewell, by interpofing be- 
tween him and the conftable:' The 
conftable’s lady happened to be in want 
of fmocks, fo the gave me to a Scetch 
pediar, with whom J travelled throupli 
moft of the market towns in the north 
of England, and then he exchanged mé 
with a collector of the roads, for a 
watch he had lately picked up in his 
travels: He prefented me to a cham- 
ber-maid at an inh, for fome little ci- 
vilities fhe was kind enough to thew 
him: She gave me to a ftage coach- 
man, as a reword for fome ovligations 
fhe lay under to him. After a thou- 
fand different changes I fell into the 
hands of a printer, who fent me to an 
author for tranflating a very ingenious 
French romanceinto Englifh, and im- 
proving upon this little foecimeh of my 
hiftory, and {welling it into a three 
fhilling volume: I fhail therefore fay 
no more till the publication of that vo- 
Jame, when, no doubt, I fhall have an 
Opportunity of convicting the faid au- 
thor of a thoufand forgeries, and o- 
blige the public with 2 genuine account 


of my travels.

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Letter from an Officer on beard the 
Effex, Commodore Howe’s Ship: Be- 
ing a fournal from the Day our 

Trosps landed at Cancalle Bay, to 

the Time of their re-imbarking. 


OnDayY, June 5, at day-break, 

‘A we weighed and ftood along 
fhore from cape Frehel towards Cane 
calle bay, to the ealtward of St Ma/o; 
a moderate breeze of wind off fhore, 
and fine weather. ‘At fix we faw cat- 
tle grazing near the fhore, which thew- 
ed either great neglect in the enemy, 
or that they did not expect us there- 
abouts. About eleven o’clock, the 


duke. of -Marlberough, commodore 
Howe, colonel Het/on, quarter -matter- 
general, aod Thierry the pilot, went 
in the Gracecarmed catterto reconnoi- 
tre the landing place in the bay. About 

“7 noon 
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noon two fhot were fired from a 
{mall battery-in the 1 at the cutter : 
About one the duke, Gc. returned on 
board. A regiment of foot, and two 
troops of horfe, appeared on the hills, 
and retired. The Swallcw floop 
ftanding in fhore, was fired at from 
two batteries, but without doing hera- 
ny damage. At two o’clock we an- 
chored in Cancalle bay with the fleet, 
and immediately made the fignal for 
all thips, having flat-bottomed boats, 
to hoilt them out. As foon as that 
was done, the grenadier companies, 
of eleven regiments, were embarked 
in them, and rendezvoufed along fide 
the Efex. About fix o’clock commo- 
dore Howe hoilted his broad pendant 
on board the Succe/s, of 22 guns, and 
went in her, the wind at N. E. towards 
the landing place at the village of Can- 
calle, where was a battery of two 24 
pounders and one 12 pounder, which 
began to play on the Succe/s foon af- 
ser feven, but without any, return till 
the Succe/s was run aground in a moft 
advantageous fituation for filencing the 
battery, which they, with the affiftance 
of the Rofe, Flamborough, and Diligence 
floop (who all ftood towards the bate 
tery till they grounded) effectually did, 
and cleared the village near it. The 
Succefs loft three men. In the mean 
time, the flat-bottomed boats with the 
grenadiers, and the tranfports, having 
the three battalions of guards on board, 
{tood towards the fhore, under the 
command of lord George Sackville and 
general Dury ; and about eight o'clock 
Janded, under cover of the frigates, on 
the beach clofe to the village, which 
confilts of about forty houfes, at the 
foot of a fteep hill; from the top of 
which about a hundred of the enemy 
fired once on our troops, but without 
doing any execution, and immediately 
ran away on the appearance of King- 
fley’s grenadiers. » Till eleven o'clock 
the boats were employed in landin 
the troops, when moft of them ground- 
ed. end remained aground till -three 
next morning. The remained 
under arms on the beach during the 


night, except a few parties pofted o 
the top of the hill. povtty eer 
Tuefday the 6th. By noon this day, 
the whole infantry, with ten field-pie. 
ces, were landed, and encamped ona 
hill near a windmill, at half-a mile di- 


{tance from that part of the village on 


the hill. The horfe thips were order- 
ed to lay on fhore to land the light 


horfe and artillery ftores, which took: 


up the semainder of this and all the 
fullowing day. 

Wednefday the 7th. A French officer 
who had been reconnoitring, in endea- 
vouring to efcape from a party of 
King/fley’s grenadiers, was by them 
thot, with his fervant, and both horfes, 
inthe upper village. About a hundred 
prifoners were taken within thefe two 
days, moft of them peafants, but very 
few foldiers. Three fhips and an arm- 
ed cutter were fent to cruize before the 


port of St Malo, Part of the army: 


marched at day-light towards St Ma- 
fo, and encamped at about the diftance 
of fix miles from Cancaile, About ien 
a fecond part ‘marched and encamped 
at about two miles. diftance from Can- 
calle, leaving in their old camp three 
regiments, one of which (the Welch 
fuzileers) was to follow with part of 
the train of artillery. About eleven at 
night we faw from our fhips a great 
fire at a diltance over the land; and 
the next morning, 

Thurfday the 8th. We heard the re- 


port of guns from day-break, till five . 


o’clock ; and in the afternoon the re- 
ports of fome guns were heard. We 
learnt this afternoon, that the fire we 
faw laft night was at St Servan, under 
the cannon of St Malo,’ where about 
feventy fail of thips [exclufive, we pre- 
fume,of the {mall craft} feveral of them 
ptivatcers, and all their ftorehoufes, 
were burnt by part of the light horfe, 
fupported by a brigade of foot. The 
guns we heard were fired from St Ma- 


g ‘oon different parties. of our troops 


Ww, O were reconnoitring; but during 
the night, whilit the troops: were fet- 
ting fireto the thips and {torehoufes, 
not a fingle thot was fired from the 
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town, altho” our men were frequently 
within almoft piftol hot. It is proba- 
ble they were afraid the army would 
have fet fire to the whole town of St 
Servan (which is large) had they fired 
on them. 

Friday the 9th. We failed with the 
Portland, Succe/s, two floops, three 
bomb-ketches, one firefhip, and all the 
ordnance fhips, towards St Malo. 
About three in the afternoon, it being 
calm and the wind againft us, we were 
obliged to anchor about three leagues 
from point Roteauneuf. Soon after 
the commodore went in the barge, with 
two flat bottomed boats loaded with 
bread for the army (who were in great 
want) to the fort called Roteauneuf, 
mounting nine very heavy guns, which 
our troops had taken poffeffion of that 
morning without any lofs, and return- 
ed at midnight. The next morning, 

ey 4 the roth, We returned 


with the Portland, artillery hips, Gc. 


to Cancalle bay : Thearmy, after fum- 
moning St Ma/o to furrender, being 
obliged to retire to Cancalle, on intel- 
ligence of a much fuperior force march- 
ing again{t them, and the town too 
{trong to be taken without heavy can- 
non oc mortars ;_ the garrifon having 
been being reinforced at one time fince 
our arrival with three regiments, and 
at another with 500 men. Nor ceuld 
Our army prevent further fuccours 
from being thrown in, as the town 
{tands on a peninfula, and they only

Sunday the 11th. Allthelight-horfe, 
artillery, baggage, &c. were embarked 
in the tranfports.

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in hafte to tell each other what each 
mutt already know, that it is hot or 
cold, bright or cloudy, windy or calm. 

There are among the numerous loe 

vers of fubtilities and paradoxes, ‘ome 
who derive the civil in{titutions of eve- 
ry couutry from its climate, who ime 
pute freedom and flavery to the tempe- 
rature of the air, can fix the meridian 
of vice and virtue, and tel] at what de- 
gree of latitude we are to expect cous 
rage and timidity, knowledge or igno- 
rance. : 
From thefe dreams of idle fpecula- 
tion, a flight furvey of life, anda lit- 
tle knowledge of -hiftory; is fufficient 
to awaken any enquirer whofe ambiti- 
on of diftinction has not overpowered 
his love of truth, Forms of govern- 
ment are feldom the refult of much de- 
liberation, they are framed by: chance 
in popular afflemblies, or in conquered 
countries by defpotick authority. Laws 
are often occafional, often capricious, 
made always by a few, and fometimes 
by a fingle voice, Nations have chan- 
ged their charaéters; flavery is now 
no where more patiently endured, than 
in countries once inhabited by the zea- 
lots of liberty. 

But national cuftoms can arife only 
from general agreement ; they are not 
impofed but chofen, and are continued 
only by the continuance of their caufe, 
An Englifbman’s notice of the weather, 
is the natural confequence of changea- 
ble fkies, and uncertain feafons. In 
many parts of the world wet weather 
and dry are regularly expected at cer- 
tain periods; but in our ifland every 
man- goes to fleep, unable to guefs whe- 
ther he fhall behold in the morning 2: 
bright or cloudy atmofphere, whether 
his reft fhall be lulled by a fhower, or 
broken by..a tempelt, We therefore 
rejoice mutually at good weather, as at 
an efcape from fomething that we fear- 
ed; and mutually complain of bad, as 
of ;.the lofs of fomething that we 

Such is the reafon of our practice, 
aad who fhall treat it with contempt ? 


Surely not the attendant on @ court, 
whofe 
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whofe bufinefs is to watch the looks of 
a.being weak and foolifh as himfelf, 
and. whofe vanity is to recount the 
names of men, who might drop into 
nathing, and leave no vacuity; not 
the proprietor of funds, who ttops his 
acquaintance in the {treet to teli him 
of the lofs of haifacrown; not the 
enquirer after news, who fills his head 
with foreign events, and talks of fkir- 
mithes and fieges of which no confe- 
quence will ever reach his hearers or 
hisnfelf. The weather is a nobler and 
more interefting fubjeét, it is the. pre- 
fent-{tate of the fkies and of the earth, 
on which plenty and famine are fufpend- 
ed, on which millions depend for the 
necefjaries of life. 

The weather is frequently mention- 
ed for another reafon, Jefs honourable 
to my dear countrymen. Our difpo- 
fitions too frequently change with.the 
colour of the fky, and when we find 
ourfelves chearful and good-natured 
we naturally pay our acknowledgments: 
to the powers of fun-fhine ;. or if we 
fink into dullnefs and peevifhnets, look 
round the horizan for an excufe, and 
charge our difcontent upon an. ecafterly 
wind or a cloudy, day.. : , 

Surely nothing is more reproachful: 
toa being endowed with reafon, ‘than 
to. rcfiga its powers to the influence of. 
the air, and-live independance on the: 
weatber and the.,wind, for the only 
bicflings which nature bas-put in. our 
power, tranquillity and. benevolence, 
To look. upto the fy. for the. nutri- 
ment.of our bodies is the condition: of: 
nature, to. cull-upon ithe. fun: for. peace- 
apd. gaiety,. of deprecate: the clouds: 
let forrow fhould overwhelm.us, is the 
cowardice ofidienefs, and the idolatry: 
of, folly. pyonak mils ; 

Feeevem in this.age.of enquiry and 
knowledge; — fuperttition is driz 
VER» 9WI¥s aNd Omens of: prodigies: 
eres ataedane weit fandsttaiy: 

ery. countcad nt exani~?

flow, ofone genius that-' awakened in 
the {pring, and another that ripened 
in the autumn, of'one mind ‘expanded 
in the fummer, and of another concen- 
trated in the winter, is no lefs danper- 
ous than to tell children of bugbears 
and goblins. Fear will find every 
houfe haunted, and idlenefs will wait 
for ever for the moment of illumina- 
tion. = 
This diftin&ion of feafons is produ- 
ced only by imagination operating on 
luxury. To temperance every day is 
bright, and every hour ts-propitious to 
dilipence. . He thatthalirefolutely ex- 
cite his faculties, or exert: his: virtues, 
will:foon make himfelf fuperior to the 
feafons, and may: fet ‘at défiance the 
morning mift, and the’ evening damp, 
the blaits of the eaft, and the clouds of 
the fouth. 

It avas the boaft-of'the ftoic philofo- 
phy, to make man unfhaken by -cah- 
mity, and unelated‘by: fuceefs; incor- 
roptible by pleafure, and’ invulnerable 
byepain; thefe-are heights of wifdom 
which none ever attained, and to which 
few cam afpirez- but there are lower 
degrees of conitancy neceffary to com- 
mon virtue, and every man, however

ftom Netugate to the court of King’s 
Bench ip Weltminfler-Hall, to take his 
trial for an indi&tment for high treafon, 
in correfponding with the king’s ene- 
mies, and giving them intelligence and 
advice, how to invade this kingdom, 
and to diftrefs our government. The 
trial: began at half:an hour after ten in 
the morning, and did not end till a- 
bout half an bour after eight in the e- 
vening, whenthe jury, after ftaying out 
about half an hour, brought him in 
guilty’; the charge again{ft him having 
been fupported by producing feveral 
letters fram him to the fubjeéts of the 
French king, which had been {topped 
at the'Poft-Office and were fully proved 
to have’ been wrote and fent by him. 

From one of thefe letters. it appear- 
ed, that: the dodtor follicited employ- 
ment from a fellow ftudent at Leyden, 
who is promoted in France, wherein 
he fays, that. he had a great regard for 
the French nation, and that he offered 
his fervice, not only from intereft but 
inclination, to promote the welfare of 
that country. .

CourRTEOUS READER, 


HAVE heard that nothing gives an 
author fo great pleafure, as to find 
his works refpectiully quoted by other 
Jearned authors. This pleafure { have 
feldom enjoyed ; for tho’ I have been, 
if 1 may fay it without vanity, an emi- 
nent author (ofalmanacs) annually now 
afull quarter of acentury, my brother 
authors in the fame way, for what rea- 
fon I know not, have ever been very 
fparing in their applaufes; and no o- 
ther author has taken the leaft notice 
of me, fo that did not my writings pro- 
duce me fome folid pudding, the great 
deficiency of praife would have quite 
difcouraged me. 
I concluded at Jength, that the peo- 


ple were the belt judges of my merit; / 


for they buy my works, and befides, in 
my rambles, where I am not perfonal- 
ly known, I have frequently heard one 
or other of my adages repeated, with, 
as poor Richard fays, at the end on’t ; 
this gave me fome fatisfaétion, as it 
fhewed not only that my inftructions 
were regarded, but difcovered likewife 
fome refpec&t for my authority; and I 
own, that to encourage the practice of 
remembring and repeating thofe wife 
fentences, I have fometimes quoted 
myfelf with great gravity. 

Judge then how much I muft have 
been gratified by an incident I am go- 


‘ing to relate to you. I ftopt my horfe- 


lately where a great number of people 
were collected at a vendue of merchant’s 
goods, The hour of fale not being 
come, they were converfing on the 
badnefs of the times, and one of the 
company called toa plain ‘clean old 
man, with white locks, “ Pray father 
“ Abraham, what think you of the 
“times? Won’t thefe heavy taxes 
“ quite ruin the country.? How fhall 
“ we beever able to pay them ? What 
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“* would you advife us to’’? Father 4- 
brabam {tood up and replied, * If you'd 
“‘ have my advice, I'll give it you in 
“ fhort, for a word to the wile is e+ 
“ nough, and many words won’t fill a 
“ buthel,” as poor Richard fays. They 
joined in defiring him to {peak his 
mind, and gathering round him, he 
proceeded as follows : 

Friends, fays he, and neighbours, 
the taxes are indeed very heavy: an 
if thofe laid on by the govertment 
were the only ones we bad to pay, we 
might more eafily difcharge them; but 
we have many others, and much more 
grievous to fome of us. We are tax- 
ed twice as much by our idlenefs, three 
times as much by our pride, and four 
times as much by our folly, and from 
thefe taxes the commifhoners cannot 
eafe or deliver us by allowing an a- 
batement. However, let us hearken to 
good advice, and fomething may be 
done for us; ‘* God helps them that 
“help themfelves”, a: poor Richard 
ays, in his almanac of 1733. 

_ It would be thought a bard govern- 
ment that fhould tax its people one 
tenth part of their time, to be employ- 
ed in its fervice. But idlenefs taxes 
many of us much more, if we reckon 
all that is {pent in abfolute floth, or 
doing of nothing, with that which is 
{pent in idle employments or .amufe- 
ments, that amount to nothing. Sloth, 
by bringing on difeafes, abfolutels 
fhortens life. ‘ Sloth, like ruft, con- 
‘¢ fumes fafter than labour wears, while 
“the ufed key is always bright, as 
“¢ poor Richard fays. But doit thoa 
‘¢ love life, then do not fquander time, 
“-for that’s the {tuff life is made of, 
“as poor Richard fays.—How much 
more than is neceflary do we {pend in 
fleep ! forgetting that, ** The epics 
‘“fox catches no poultry, and that 
“‘ There will be fleeping enough in the 
“ grave,” as poor Kichard favs. ** If 
“ time be of all things the molt preci- 
“ous, waiting time muft be, as poor 
““ Richard fays, the greatelt prodigali- 
“6 ty,” fince as he elfewhere tells us, 
“ Loft time is never found again; and 
P a * what 
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“ what we call time enough, always 
« proves little enough: Let us then 
up and be doing, and doing to the pur- 
pofe; fo by diligence fhall we do more 
with iefs perplexity. ** Sloth makes 
« all things difficult, but indultry cafy, 
“ gs poor Richard fays; and he that 
é rifeth late, mult trot all day, and 
« thall fcarce overtake his bufinefs at 
“night. While lazinefs travels fo 
% lowly, that poverty foon overtakes 
“him,” as we read in poor Richard, 
who adds, “ drive thy bulinefs, let not 
“ that drive thee; and early to bed, 
“ and early to rife, makes a man heal- 
* thy, wealthy and wife.” 

So what fignifies wifhing and hoping 
for better times ? We may make thefe 
times better if we beftir ourfelves. 
¢ Induftry need not wilh, as poor Ri- 
‘* chard fays, and he that lives upon 
“ hope will die fafting. There are no 
“gains, without pains; then help 
‘¢ hands for I have no lands,” or if I 
have they are {martly taxed. And as 
poor Richard likewife cbjerves, “* He 
‘¢ that hath a trade hath an eltare, and 
“ he that hath a calling hath an office 
‘¢ of profit and honour ;”” but then the 
trade mult be worked at, and the call- 
ing well followed, or neither the eltate, 
nor the office, wilienable us to pay our 
taxes. —If we are indultrious we fhall 
never ftarve ; for, as poor Richard fays, 
«¢ At the working man’s houfe hunger 
*¢ looks in, but dares not enter.” Nor 
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- & will the bailiff or the conftable enter, 


for, ‘‘ Indultry pays debts, while de- 
‘¢ fpair increafeth them,” fay: poor Ri- 
chard,—What though you have found 
no treafure, nor has any rich relation 
left you a legacy, ‘* Diligence is the 


* motber of good luck, as poor Ri- 


“ chard fays, and god gives all things 
**to induftry. Then plough deep, 
“* while fluggards fleep, and you fhall 
** have corn to f:1l and to keep,” /ays 
posr Dick. Work while it is called to 
day, for you know not how much yoa 
may be hindered to morrow, which 
makes poor Rivhaid fay, “ One to-day 
‘Cis worth two to-morrows ;” and far- 
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ther, “* Have you fomewhat to do to. 
‘‘ morrow, do it to-day.” If you were 
a fervant, would you not be afhamed , 
good matter fhould catch you idie? Are 
you then your own matter, “ and nor 
“¢ afhamed to catch you: felfidle,”’as poor 
Dick fays. When there is fo much to be 
done for yourfeif, your family, your 
country, ond your gracious king, be 
up by peep of day; ‘* Let not the fun 
** look down and fay, inglorious here 
he lies.” Handle your tools without 
‘¢ mittens; remember that the cat in 
* gloves catches no mice,” as poor Ri- 
chard fays. °Tis true there is much to 
be done, and perhaps you are weak 
handed, but {tick to it fteadily, and 
you will fee great effects, for ‘ Con- 
{tant dropping wears away {tones, 
‘and by diligence and patience the 
“‘ moufe ate into the cable; and little 
“¢ ftrokes fell great oaks,” as poor Ri- 
“ chard fays in his almanac, the year I 
‘¢ cannot juft now remember. © 
Methinks J hear fome of you fay, 
mult aman afford himfelfno leifure?” 
I will tell thee, my friend, what poor 
Richard fays, ** Employ thy time well 
“if thou meaneft to gain leifure; and 
‘¢ fince thou art not {ure of a minute, 
“¢ throw not away an hour.” Leifure, 
is time for doing fomething ufeful ; this 
leifure the diligent man will obtain, 
but the lazy man never; fo that, as 
poor Richard fays, “ A life of leifure 
* and a life of lazinefs are two things.” 
Do you imapine that floth will afford 
you more comfort than labour? No, 
jor as poor Richard fays, “ Trouble 
“* {prings from idlenefs, and grievous 
** toil from needlefs eafe. Many with- 
out labour, would live by their wits 


‘only, but they break for want of 


** ftock.” | Whereas indultry gives 
comfort, and plenty and refpect : Fly 
** pleafures, and they'll follow you. 
“* The diligent {pinner hasa large hhift ; 
“and now I have a fheep and a cow, 
“ every body bids me good morrow ;” 
all which is well faid by poor Richard. 
But with our indultry, we mutt like- 
wile be fteady, fettled, and careful, and 
over: 
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overfee our own affairs with our own 
eyes, and not truft too much to others; 
for, as poor Richard fays, 

‘« I never faw an oft removed tree, 

«¢ Nor yet an oft removed family. 

*¢ That throve fo weil as thoie that fettled be.”” 
And again, “© Three removes is as bad 
as a fire;”’ and again, ** Keep thy fhop, 
“‘ and thy fhop will keep thee ;’”’ and 
again, * If you would have your bufi- 
“nefs done, go; if not, fend ;” and 
again, 

‘¢ He that by the plough would thrive, 

** Himilelf muft either hold or drive.”’ 

And again, ** The eye of a matter will 
** do more work th in both his hands ;”’ 
and again, ‘* Want of care does us 
“ more damayve than want of know- 
“ledge; and again, Not to overfee 
“‘ workmen, is to leave them your 
** purfe open.” Trufting too much to 
others care is the ruin of many; for, 
as the almanac fays, * In the affairs of 
*‘ this world, men are faved, not by 
** faith, but by the want of it;” but a 
* man’s own care is profitable; for, 
faith poor Dick, ‘* Learning is to the 
“* {tudious, and riches to the careful, 
§* as well as power to the bold, and 
** heaven to the virtuous.” And far- 
ther, If you would have a faithful 
** fervant, and one that you like, ferve 
*€ yourfelf.”” And again, he advifeth 
to circumfpection and care, even in 
the fmalleft matters, becaufe fome- 
times, “ A little negleét may breed 
*¢ preat mifchief;-adding, For want of 
** a nail the thoe was loft ; for want of 
“a thoe the horfe was Joft; and for 
“ want of a horfe the rider was loft;” 
being overtaken and flain by the enemy, 
— want of care about a horfe-fhoe 
nail, 

So much for induftry, my friends, 
and attention to one’s own bufinefs ; 
but to thefe we mult add frugality, if 
we would make our indultry more cer- 
tainly fuccefsful. A man may, if he 
knows not how to fave as he gets, 
keep his nofe all his life to the grind- 
ftone, and die not worth a groat at 
laft. $* A fat kitchen makes a lean will,” 
as poor Richard fays; and, 
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** Many eftates are {pent in the getting, 

** Since women tor tea forfook {pinning and 
** Kenitting, 

** And men for punch forfook hewing and 
** {pi.tting. 
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““ If you would be wealthy,” fays he, 
in another almanac, “ think of faving 
“as well as getting: The /ndies have 
“not made Spain rich, becaufe her 
* outgoes arc greater than her in- 
“comes.” Away then with your ex- 
penfive follies, and you will not have 
fo much caufe to complain of hard 
times, heavy taxes, and chargeable fa- 
milies; tor, as peor Dick fays, 

** Women and wine, game and deceit, 

** Make the wealth fmall,.and the wants 

‘© great,”” 

And farther, “* What maintains one 
*f vice, would bring uptwo children.” 
You may think perhaps, that a little 
tea, or a little punch now and then, 
diet a little more coltly, clothes a lit- 
tle finer, and a little entertainment 
now and then, can be no preat matter; 
but remember what poor Richard fays, 
‘6 Many a little makes a mickle ;”’ and 
farther, “ Beware of little expences ; a 
“¢ fmall leak will fink a great fhip; and 
again, “ Who dainties love, fhall beg- 
‘¢ gars prove ;” and moreover, * Fools 
‘* make feafts, and wife men eat them.” 

Here you areall got together at thig 
vendue of fineries and knicknacks, Yoy 
call them goods, but if you do not 
take care, they will proveevils to fome 
of you. You expect they will be fold 
cheap, and perhaps they may for lefs 
than they colt; but if you have no oce 
cafion for them, they muft be dear to 
yous Remember what poor Richard 


ays, ** Buy what thou haft no need of, 
y y 


‘* and ere long thou fhalt fell thy ne- 
“ ceffaries.” And again, “ At 2 great 
‘¢ penny-worth pauie a while: H¢ 
means, that perhaps the cheapnefs is, 
rita only, and not real; of 
the bargain, by ftraitning thee in thy 
bufinefs, may do thee more harm than 
good. For in another place he fays, 
‘Many have been tuined by boying 
“€ good pennyworths.” * Again, pe 
“ Rickard faj:,“ Tis foolifhto lay out 
Mo° 
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<¢ money in a purchafe of repentance ;” 
and yet this folly is praétifed every 
day at vendues, tor want of minding 
the almanac. ‘“ Wife men, as poor 
“© Dick fays, learn by others harms, 
fools {carcely by their own; but, 
“‘ felix quem faciunt aliena pericula 
“¢ cautum.”’ Many a one tor the fake of 
finery on the back, have gone with a 
hungry belly, and half ftarved their fa- 
milies ; * Silks and fatins, {carlet and 
“‘ velvets,” as poor Richard fays, put 
« out the kitchen fire.”” Thefe are not 
the neceMfaries of life; they can {carce- 
ly be called the conveniencies, and yet 
only becaufe they look pretty, how 
many want tohave them? The artfi- 
cial wants of mankind thus become 
more numerous than the natural; and 
as poor ‘ick fays, ** For one poor per- 
‘¢ fon, there are an hundred indigent.” 
By theie, and other extravagancies, the 
peateci are reduced to poverty, and 
forced to borrow of thofe whom they 
formerly defpifed, but who through in- 
dultry and frugality have maintained 
their (tanding 31 nwhic! cafe it appears 
plainly, that “* A ploughman on his 
“legs is higher than a gentleman on 
“his kaees,” as poor Richard fays. 
Perhaps they have had a fimall eltate 
left them which they knew not the 
etting of; they think, “ ’tis day, and 
© will never be night ;” thata little to 
be {pent out of fo much, is not, worth 
minding; ‘ (a child and a fool,” as 
sor Richard fays, “ imagine twenty 
“¢ fhillings and twenty years can never 
“ be fpent) but, always taking out of 
“ the meal tub, and never putting in, 
« foon comes to the bottom; then, as 
“ poor Dick fays, when the well is dry, 
«¢they know the worth of water.” 
But this they might have known before, 
if they had taken his advice: “ If you 
** would know the value of money, go 
« and try to borrow fome ; far, he that 
‘€ goes a borrowing goes a forrow- 
“ing,” and indeed fo does he that 
lends to fuch people, when he goes to 
get it again.~-Poor Dick farther advi- 
fi, my: ; 


*¢ Fond pride and drefs, is fure a ver

purfe,”” 


And again, “ Prideis as loud a begpar 
“¢ as want, and a greatdeal more faucy,” 
When 50a have bought one fine thin 
you mutt buy ten more, that your ap- 
pearance may be all of a piece: bu 
poor Dick fays, “Tis eafier to fupprefs 
‘the firlt defire, than to fatisfy all 
* that follows it.” And ‘tis as truly 
folly for the poor to ape the rich, 4s 
the frog to fwell, in order to equal 
the ox, 


‘*’Great eflates may venture more, 

‘* Bur little boats fhould keep near thore.”” 
“Tis however a folly foon punithed; 
‘¢ for pride that dines on vanity fups 
“on contempt,” as poor Richard fays, 
And in another place, “ Pride break- 
“¢ fafted with plenty, dined with pover- 
‘¢ ty, and fupped with infamy.” And 
after all, of what ufe is this pride of ap- 
pearance, for which fo much is nifked, 


fo much is fuffered? It cannot pros . 


mote health, or eafe pain; it makes no 
increafe of merit in the perfon, it cre 
ates envy, it haftens misfortune. 


*¢ What is a butt-rfly? At heft 
¢* He’s bit a caterp ‘ler dreft. 
 -6© The gaudy fop’s his piéture juft,”” 


as poor Richard fays. 


But what madnefs mult it be to run - 


in debt for thefe fuperfluities! We are 
offered, by the terms of this vendue, 
fix months credit; and that perhaps 
has induced fome of us to attend it, 
becaufe we cannot {pare the ready mo- 
ney, and hope now to be fine without 
it. But ah, think what you do when 
you run in debt; you give to another 
power over your liberty. If you can- 
not pay at the time you will be alha- 
med to fee your creditor; you will be 
in fear when you fpeak to him; you 
will make poor pitiful fneaking excules, 
and by degrees come to lofe your ve- 
er: and iat into the bafe down-

Whereas a freeborn 
kzglifoman ought not to be afhamed 
or afraid to fee or fpeak to any man 
living. But poverty often deprives a 
man of all fpirit and virtue: ‘* Tis 
‘‘ hard for an empty bag to ftand up- 
right,” as poor Richar! truly fays. 
What would you think of that prince, 
or that government, who would iffue 
an edi&t forbidding you to drels like a 
gentleman or a ventlewoman, on pain 
of imprifonment or fervitude? Would 
you not fay, that you are free, have a 
right to drefs as you pleafe, and that 
fuch an ediét would be a breach of 
your privileges, and fuch a govern- 
ment tyrannical? And yet you are a- 
bout to put yourfelf under that tyran- 
nh, when you run in debt for fuch drefs! 
Your c:editor has authority at his plea- 
fure to deprive you of your liberty, by 
confining you in gaol for life, or by 
{elling you for a fervant, if you fhould 
not be able to pay him, When you 
have got your bargain, you may, per- 
haps, think little of payment; but * Cre- 
ditors,” as poor Dick tells us, “wave 
better memories than debtors ;” and in 
another place fays, ‘* Creditors are a 
* fuperftitious fe&, great obfervers of 
“‘ fet days and times.” The day comes 
round before you are aware, and the 
demand is made before you are prepa- 
red to fatisfy it. Or if you bear your 
debt in mind, the term which at firft 
feemed fo long, will, as it leflens, ap- 
pearextremely fhort. Time will feem 
to haye added wings to his heels as 
well as fhoulders. ‘* Thofe have a 
“ fhort Lent, faith poor Richard, who 
*‘ owe money to be paid at Eaffer.” 
Then fince as he fays ** The borrow- 
*¢ er is a flave to the lender, and the 
$* debtor to the creditor,” difdain the 


chain, preferve ‘your freedom ; and 


maintain your independency: be in- 
duftrious and free ; be frogal and free. 
At prefent, perhaps you may think 
yourfelf in thriving cirgumftances, and 
that you can bear a little extrayagance 
without injury ; but, -

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as poor Richard fays.—Gain may be 


temporary and uncertain, but ever 
while you live, expence is conftant 
and certain ; and ** ’tis eafier to build

“ tuel, as poor Richard fays. So ra- 
‘ther to go to bed fupperlefs than 
‘¢ rife in debt. 


**« Get what you can, and what you g-t hold. 
** *Tis the ftone that will turn ali your lead 
into gold.”” 
As poor Richard fays. And when you 
have got the philofopher’s ftone, fure 
you will no longer complain of bad 
times, or the difiiculty of paying 
taxes, 

This doétrine, my friends, is rea- 
fon and wifdom ; but after all, do not 
depend too much upon your own in- 
duftry, and frugality, and prudence, 
though excellent things, for they may 
all be blafted without the blefliag of 
heaven; and therefore afk that blefling 
humbly, and be not uncharitable to 
thofe that at prefent feem to want it, 
bur comfort and help them. Remem- 
ber Fob fuffered, and was afterwards 
profperous. 

_ And now toconclude, “ Experience 
“keeps a dear {chool, but fools will 
“¢ fearn in no other, and {carce in that; 
‘¢ for it is true, we may give advice 
“* but we cannot give conduét,” as poor 
Richard fays : however remember this, 
“© They that won’t be counfelled, can’t 
“be helped,” as poor Richard fays: 
and farther, ** That if you will not 
“hear reafon, fhe’ll furely rap your 
«* knuckles.” | 

~ Thus the old gentleman ended his 
harangac. The people heard it, and 
‘approved the doctrine, and immedi- 
ately practifed the contrary, juft as if 
it had been a common fermon; for 
the vendue opened, and they began ta 
buy extravagantly, notwithftanding all 
his cautions, and their own fear of 
taxes.—I found the good man had 
thoroughly ftudied my almanacs, and 
digeltcd all I had dropt. on thofe to- 
picks during the courfe of five and 
twenty years. The frequent mention 





he made of me mph have tired any 
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one elfe, but my vanity was wonder- 
fully delighted with it, though I was 
confcious that not a tenth part of the 
wifdom was my own which he afcri- 
bed to me, but rather the pleanings I 
had made of the fenfe of all ages and 
nations.

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The Lofs of the Prince George Man of 
War, Admiral Broderick’s own Ship, 
by taking Fire at Sea in broad Day 
Light, and in Company with a nume- 
rous Fleet of Merchant Ships under 
her Convoy to the Streights, where the 
Admiral was going to relieve Admi- 
ral Ofborne, is fuch a memorable E- 
vent, that too many Particulars cane 
not be brought together to perpetuate 
the Remembrance of it. I have 
therefore, with our ufual Brevity, 
feleGed the moft flriting Circumftan- 
ces that have appeared in the pub- 
lic Papers, avoiding Repetitions 
as much as pofible, in order ta 
rive a utore perfed and lively De- 
fcription of the gencral Conflerna- 
tion that wag felt on that Occa- 
fron. 


From the Rev. Mr Sharp, Chaplain. 
Glafgcw, off Lisbon, April 20. 


O* Thurfday the 13th inft. at half 
an hour paft one in the after- 
noon, word was paffed into the ward- 
room, by the centry, that the fore part 
of our thip, the Prince George, was on 
fire. The lieutenant ran immediately 
forward, and myfelf with many others 
went directly on “the “‘Quarter-deck, 
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when we found the whole fhips crew 
was alarmed, The pumps were hand. 
ed out, engine and buckets carried for. 
ward, and every immediate remedy a 
plied. The admiral, with the lieute. 
‘nants on watch, kept the quarter deck, 
from whence he fent fuch orders as he 
thought molt expedient for the prefer. 
vation of the fhip, and the fouls in her, 
Captain Payton, and the lieutenants, 
on fearch, found that the fire broke 
out firft in the boatf{wain’s {tore-room, 
to which place large quantities of wa- 
ter were applied, but in vain ; for the 
fmoke was fo very great and hot, that 
the poor creatures could not get near 
enough to the flames for their labour 
to have any effect. On which Capt, 
Payton ordered fkuttles to be made, 
that the water might be poured in by 
that means; but there he was defeated 
likewife, for only two carpenters could 
be found, and they had nothing to 
work with for a long time but a hams 
mer and chiffel each, The lower gun 
deck ports were then opened, but the 
water that flowed in was not fufficient 
to {top the violence of the flames. He 
ordered likewife the powder-room ta 
be wetted, left the thip fhould immedi- 
ately be blown up, and every foul pe- 
rifh in an inftant. This had the de- 
fired effe&, and for fome minutes we 
had glimmering hopes, I mention the 
above particulars, as I was below my- 
felf, worked with the men as long as 
I could f{tand it, went up for air, and 
returned again inftantly, and confe- 
quently an eye-witnefs, therefore de- 
clare them as facts. The fire foon in- 
creafed, and raged violently aft on the 
larboard fide; and as the deftruction 
of the thip was now found inevitable, 
the prefervation of the admiral was firlt 
confulted. Capt. Paytun came on the 
quarter deck, and ordered the barge to 
be manned, into which the admiral en- 
tered with near forty more; for now 
there was no diftinétion, every man’s 
life was equally precious, The admi- 
ral finding the barge would overfet, 
ftript bimfelf naked, and committed 
himfelf to the mercy of the waves, and 
| aftes 
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after toiling an hour he was at length 
taken up by a merchantman’s boat, 
Captain Payton kept the quarter deck 
an hour after the admiral left it, when 
he happily got into a boat from the 
{tern ladder, and was put fafe on board 
the Alderney floop. 1 mutt be defici- 
ent even to-attempt a defcription of 
the melancholy f{cene that was before 
me; fhreeking, cries, lamentations, be- 
moanings, raging, defpair, and even 
madnefs itfelf prefented themfelves. 
It was now high time to think of ta- 
king care of myfelf. I looked from e- 
very part of the fhip for my prefervati- 
on, and foon faw three boats off the 
{tern of the thip. I went immediately 
to my cabin, and offered up my pray- 
ers to god, particularly thanking him 
for giving me fuch refolution and com- 
pofure of mind. I then jumped into 
the fea from one of the gun-room 
ports, and fwam to a boat, which 
put me fafe on board the Alderney 
loop. There are near 300 people 
faved, and more might have been faved 
had the merchantmen behaved like hu- 
man creatures ; but they kept a long 
way to the windward the whole time ; 
and if poflible, to their greater fhame 
be it {poken, inftead of faving the men 
that fwam to their boats, they were 
employed in taking up geefe, fowls, 
tables, chairs, and whatever elfe of the 
kind came near them.

F all extenfive and complicated 

objects different parts are” fe- 
lected by different eyes ; and minds 
are variouflly affected, as they vary 
their attention. The care of the pu- 
blic is now fixed upon our foldiers, 
who are leaving their country to wan- 
der, none can tell how long, in the 
pathlefs defarts of thé Ife of Wight. 
The tender figh for their. fafferings, 
and the gay drink for their fuccefs. 
I, who look, or believe mytelf to look, 
‘with more philofophic eyes, on human 
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affairs, muft confefs, that I faw the 
troops March with little emotion : My 
thoughts were fixed upon other {cenes, 
and the tear ftole into my eyes, not 
for thofe that were going away, but 
for thofe that were left behind. 

We have no reafon to doubt but 
our troops will proceed with proper 
caution; that there are men amon 
them who can take care of themfelves. 
But how fhall the ladies fuffer life 
without them ? By what arts can they, 
who have long had no joy, but from 
from the civilities of a foldier, now 
amufe their hours, and folace their fe- 
paration ! 

Of fifty thoufand men, now defti- 
ned to different f{tations, if we allow 
each to have been occafionally necef- 
fary only to four women, a fhort com- 
puration will inform us, that two hun- 
hundred thoufand ladies are left to lan- 
guilh in vexation; two hundred thou- 


fand ladies who muft run to fales and 


auctions without an attendant; fit at 
the play, without acritic to direct their 
opinion ; buy their fans by their own 
judgment ; difpofe fhells by their own 
invention; walk in the Ma// without 
a gallant; go to the pardens without 
a protector ; and fhuffle cards with 
vain impatience for want of a fourth to 
compleat the party. 

Of thefe ladies fome, I hope, have 
lapdogs, and fome monkeys, but they 
are unfatisfatory companions. Many 
ufeful offices are performed by men of 
{carlet, to which neither dog nor mon- 
key has adequate abilities : a parrot, 
indeed, is as fine as a colonel, and-if 
he has been much ufed to good com- 
pany, is not wholly without converia- 
tion ; but a parrot, after all, is a poor 
little creature, has neither fword nor 
fhoulder-knot, can neither dance nor 
play at cards. 

Since the foldiers muft obey the call 
of their duty, and go to that fide of 
the kingdom which faces France, I 
know not why the ladies, who cannot 
live without them, fhould not follow 
them. The prejudices and pride of 
man haye Jong prefumed the = 
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and {pindle made for different hands, 
and denied the other fex. to partake 
the grandeur of military glory. This 
notion may be confiltently enough re- 
ceived in France, where the Salic law 
excludes females from the throne; 
but we, who allow them to be fove- 
reigns, may furely fuppofe them capa- 
ble to be foldiers. 

_ It were to be wifhed that fome man, 
whofe experience and authority might 
enforce regard, would propofe that 
our encampments, for the prefent year, 
fhould comprife an equal number of 
men and women, who fhould march 
and fight in mingled bodies. If pro- 
per colonels were once appointed, and 
the drums ordered to beat for female 
volunteers, our regiments would foon 
be filled without the reproach or cruel- 
ty of an imprefs. 

Of thefe heroines fome might ferve 
on foot under the denomination of 
the Female Buffs, and fome on horfe- 
back, with the title of Lady Hoflars. 

Our mafeuline fquadrons will not 
fuppofe themfelves difgraced by their 
auxiliaries, till they have done fome- 
thing which women could not have 
done. Thetroops of Braddock never 
{aw their enemies, and perhaps were 
defeated by women. Had Minorca 
been defended by a female garrifon, it 
might have been furrendered, as it 
was, without a breach ; and I cannot 
but think, that 7000 women might 
have ventured to iook at Rochefort, 
fack a village, rob a vineyard, and re- 
turn in fafety,

S in the preceeding letter T have 
afferted in general thar.feamen 
whole conilitutions have been mott in- 
jured by acute difeafes, or their own 
Cccshion anc", are in a more par.icular 


manner febjyed to attacks of the fcur- 


vy, I beg leave to explain myfelf on 
that head in order to make myfelf the 
better underltood. I would not be 
thought to mean that fome fevere fick- 
nefs, or violent act of intemperance 
does always immediately precede that 
diftemper, but that in peneral fuch as 
are enfeebled by reiterated fits of illnefs 
at fea, or an habitual courfe of intem. 
perance, are the firft that are fubjeq 
to its influence, though in many in- 
ftances, the caufes may have fo long 
preceded their effeéts as to be forgot- 
ten or overlooked, and in fuch cafes 
the fcurvy is often miftaken for an o- 
riginal difeafe; for acute difeafes at 
fea are much more deftruétive of the 
con(titution than the fame are on fhore, 
as in the former cafe thofe refrefh- 
ments which are neceffary for the reco- 
very of {trength are wanting, which the 
fhore every where abundantly turnithes; 
the truth of this laft affertion appears 
by the feeblenefs and other evident to- 
kens of a premature old age, {0 com- 
mon to be feen among feamen at a 
time of life when other people enjoy 
a very confiderable fhare of health and 
vigour. They are alfo, as bas been 
faid, more fubjeét to acute difeafes 
than other people are ; from thefe con- 
fiderations the neceflity of providing 
them with fuch kind of food and rai- 
ment, and other requifites for preferv- 
ing them from difeafes, as well as to 
enable them to undergo them with the 
leaft hurt to their conftitutions, will 
more full. appear. 

I have omitted to mention a very 
preat inconvenience confequent to the 
fick being fuffered to remain in the 
different parts of the thip where they 
happen to be firit birthed, weich is the 
difficulty of the furgeons attending 
them properly ; and as the occafivnal 
afiftance they receive in that fituation 
is from one of their mefsmates, there 
i8 aman out of every mefs that has 4 
fick perfon in it, taken from the duty 
of the thip as often as he pleafes to 
make a pretence of his attending his 


fick melsmate an excufe for being off 


the deck in his wateb ; this «sae eT 
allio 
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alfo furnifhes them with a pretence for 
a candle, which terves to make the 
birth a rendezvous for drinking, by 
which the fick perfou is conttanily di- 
fturbed, often injured by liquors, and 
frequently neglected ; but ail thefe in- 
conveniencies will be intirely obviated 
by the feparation which 1 have propo- 
fed, as then no perfon can have any 
accefs to the lick, or indeed, any pre- 
tence to vifit them, but thofe who are 
appointed to attend them ; and for the 
moit part two men in each watch will be 
fufficient for that purpofe, and there 
may always be found fome perfons in 
every fhip that are more fit for fuch an 
employment than for any other duty. 

Though I did not defign to take any 
notice at all of medicine, yet I find 
myfelf obliged to deviate a little from 
my firft intention; however I fhall 
confine myfelt only to the prophylac- 
tic part, both as it is more agreeable 
to my plan, and more beneficient as 
well as more eafy to prevent than to 
cure any difeafe. 

As I think it would be very repre- 
henfible in me to omit or conceal any 
ufeful hint or obfervation relative to 
my prefent fubject, | beg leave to fignify 
to your lordfhip, that though I have 
ever been very careful in my obferva- 
tions of the effects of elixir of vitriol 
in fcorbutie cafes, yet I could never 
difcover that my patients recejved any 
remarkable benefit from the ufe of that 
medicine ; on thecontrary, I have ob- 
ferved frequently that when I have gi- 
ven a few drops of it twice a day only, 
for any length of time, merely as a {to- 
machtic after a fever, to thofe who were 
advanced in years, or of an infirm or 
feeble conititution, they have manifeft- 
ly declined into the fcurvy under a 
courfe of it, though they had no fymp- 
tom of that difeafe when they began 
to take it; and, indeed, the elixir of 
vitriol mult appear very ill calculated 
tw anfwer any good purpofe as an an- 
it is’ confidered 
that all vitriolic acids do, by coagula- 
ting the blood and other animal fluids, 
retard their circulatory motion, which 
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in all fcorbutic cafes is from the na- 
ture of the difeafe too languid and 
feeble. By their action on the folids too 
the tender and molt fenfible veflels are 
twitched and drawn up into cramp-like 
contractions, by which their form is 
altered, and the circulation of the 
fluids through them, which before was 
but too much embarrailed,'s by theftyp- 
ticity of this medicine rendered more in- 
tricate and precarious ; in truth all vitri- 
olicacids areat belt fufpicious medicines, 
and for tht reafon fhould always be uled 
with caution, and if they are at all uleful 
it is when by any caufe the vital powers 
are greatly invigorated, and in confe- 
quence thereof the blood, by the rapi- 
dity of its motion, appears broken, and 
verging towards putrefaction ; and e- 
ven in that cafe the oil of vitriol pro- 
perly diluted with water is a better, as 
weil as a cheaper medicine: If I might 
be allowed to recommend a fubltitute 
for it, 1 fhould preter vinegar, mixed 
with water for common drink as an 
anti fcorbutic, to any vitriolic or 
other foflil acid whatfoever as vinegar 
is a mild faponaceous acid, very ef- 
fectual in diffolving concretions of the 
blood, and other fpiffirudes of the 
fluids, as alfo a very powerful refilter 
of putrefaction. I beg leave alfo to re- 
commend it to your lordhhip, as a very 
falutary meafure, to allow all feamen 
a certain quantity of molaffes to be eat- 
en with their burgoo, which as it is a 
natural vegetable foap, will, when it is 
with the chyle received into and mix- 
ed with the blood, act as an efficacious 
deobitruent, by deterging the glands 
- of-fach foulnefles as are contracted 
from a vifcidity of the fluids, and as it 
will alfo.by a gentle ftimvlus on the 
firit paflages, promote and facilitate an 
excretion of their contents, it mult of 
courfe be very ufeful to feamen who 
are in genesab fubject to an habitual 
coftivenefs. : 

Since writing the foregoing I have 
purpofely taken a tranfient review of a 
voyage round the world publithed by 
your logdfhip’s dire&tion, in which I 
find there are “<7 things that deferve 
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the attention of all concerned in naval 
affairs, who are by their employment 
charged with the care of the healib ot 
our feamen, but as it would greatly ex- 
ceed the limits of my prefeat defign to 
exafnine every particular therein eon- 


tained that is worthy to be remarked 


felative to this fubject, I thall only take 
notice of fome few that more immedi- 
ately coincide with my prefent plan. 
It appears by this hiltory that in their 
paflage between Madeira and St Cathe- 
rine’s, a reprefentation was made by 
all the captains in the {quadron to the 
commodore, fignifying that their feve- 
ral fhip’s compinies were very fickly, 
together with) their own and their of- 
ficers opinions of the caufe of this ge- 
neral ficknefs, which was the want of 
aiv between decks : this repreientation 
procured immediately fuch an order 
from the commodore as.was molt like- 
ty to remove the prefent afligned caufe, 
as weil as to provide for their future 
fatety, viz. for the cutting of air fcut- 
tles in every fhip, and it 1s not at all 
+o be doubted but this prodent meafure 
was attended with very falutary con- 
fequences ; this example of a confulta- 
tion of officers to difcover the caufe of 
8 general fickuefs is well worthy of i- 
mitation, and it is gteatly to be wifhed 
it were followed by ali captains in the 
navy as often as the fickuefs of their 
feveral fhip s crews make it necefhary ; 
and J think the more general the order 
ts for officcrs to affift arfuch confulia- 
tions the better, for as there are ms- 
ny things neceflury to be known in 
order to judge properly of the caufe of 
@ general ficknefs, as well as of the 
means that may ‘be neceflary to tiop 
its‘ progrefs ; and as‘in this inquifitive 
age there are great numbers af every 
elafs.ot people, who are daily making 
improvements in every breneh of: na- 
tural and other ufeful knowledge, I am 
in hopes that in fome inttances, as 
feait, almoit every officer may be able 
ta afford fome ufeful bint or fuggeltion 
on this prey fubject.. | 

| Ferourt teprefentation, 
and ether hcbfoateate parts of this exs 
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cellent hiftory, it appears that it way 
the unan'mous opinion of the captaing 
and their officers, that their ficknefy 
was occahoued by thetr being deprived 
of frefh air between decks, tia: the fe. 
veral fhips were greatly lumbered be. 
tween decks with provifions and other 
fiores, by which the quantity of that 
ufeful el. ment wis not only leflened 
within board, but the thip being there. 
by brought down fo deep in the water

Joints and feams loofened by the mo- 
tion of the fea; the new unfeafoned 
timber will alfo be gonitantly {ending 
off watery particles in great abundance, 
which by mixing with the air wall ren- 
der it Jefs proper for re{piration, and 
ft is too evident to be longer infilted 
On that procuring a perpetual fuccefs 
fion of air in our thips, uiing al] means 
in Our power (o prevent its being vi- 
tiated, and to depurate it when at any 
time it becomes fo, are articles that 
merit the attention of all who are con- 
cerned for or in any ref{pect charged 
with the health of oor feamen.

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In regard your experience in mar- 
tial matters is green as well as your 
ycars, it will be ncedfyl that you ufe 
all the helps you can, to make lome a- 
mends for that defect. | 
~ And firft, I would have you get in- 
timately acquainted with fome of the 
beft of our Engli/h officers, efpecially 
fome of thofe who have been either on 
the fide of France, Auffria, or Hol- 
land, dc. engaged in the prefent war ; 
and by your frequent converfe with 
them, and by your own heedfu! obfer- 
vation, you may the fooner make a 
good improvement of your time ; and 
you would do well to get yourfelt pro- 
vided with fome of the beit books, de- 
cribing the modern way of military 
difcipline, for books are great affiftan- 
ces to thofe who every day compare 
their reading and praétice. 

When you have made a choice of 
perfons with whom you intend to be 
intimate, be careful you are not by a- 
ny of them drawn into private or par-

A good commander will afe his fol- 
diers juft as a good father ufes his 
ehildren ; and he who governs otlier- 
wife through coveton{nels, negligence, 
pride, or ill-natare, fhall never get any 
great honour himfelf, nor even do any 
fervice confiderable for his king and 
country. ) 

Bat though I would have you love 

our men well, becaufe you can do no- 
thing without them ; I would not have 
you {poil them with overmuch kind- 
hefs. It is the wife difpenfing of 
$ rewards and punifhments which 
keeps the world in order. 
They never had their bufmnefs well 
** done, who through an excefs of 
“. soodnefs, reward mean fervices too 
* highly ; or punifh great mifcarriages 
* too lightly.” Therefore as you 
miuft take care of the back and the bel- 
by, the pay and provifion-of your fol- 
@iers, fo you ought to be very fevere 
ia your difcipline : the two former 
gain you the love of your men,

°° Phe frequent company of women, 
atid the tippling {trong liquors, debili- 
tate both the mind and body of a fol-

Rettrain therefore as 
much as may be the debaucheries of 
your men, and be careful to reltrain 
your own ; and take this along with 
you for a general rule, that, “ When 
“* youteach your men to live innocent,

To the end you may with greater 
facility effect fo good a defipn, you 
ought always to be attended with @ 
good chaplain ; and if 1 weré worthy 
fo advife your general, I would beg 
him to be as careful in the choice of his 
chaplains as his captains. Nay, IY 
would adventure to tay they are as ne- 
ceflary ; and many times have done, 
and may again, as largely contribute 
towards the gaining happy fuccefles. 
And now there ‘s as great orcafion for 
able divities in our army and ‘navy, a$ 
ever there was fince England prof. fled 
chriftianity. ‘“* For the fops of this 
‘age under the denomination of wits, 
*€ endeavour to buffoon réligion out 
“of countenance, talk blafphemy and 
“ atheiim in common difcourfe, ipeak 
“ treafon againft the Majefty ‘of hea- 
«¢ ven, (a crime which no prihce upon 
“ earth will endure, at an eafier rate 
“than mottal punifhment.””) And 
fo while nothing is allow’d for fafhion- 
able wit, which is not atheiftical, or 
prophane, or impudently immodelt ; 
the young geritry (fond of that foolif 
humour called witty) are in a fair wa 
to -be debauched. “For whar thall 
* reftrain their exorbitancies, who 
“ have learned to defpife the fupernal 
« power ?” And by their illexamplé, a 
doot is fet wide , to let in among 
the public all the lewdnefles and immo- 
ralities ‘in the world. 

Therefore you' fhould chufe for a 
chaplain, 2 mah referved-in his life, 
grave in bis sepa, fixed in his 
ptinciples, and faithful to his Prince ; 
one that will not be abafhed when 
fools deride him; one that will not be 
afraid to exhort and reptove, 23 occa?

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and bold enough to oppofe himfelf a- 
gainft the greatclt torrent of impiety. 
And then you ought to fhew him re- 
fpe&, as unto the meffenger of God, 
and to fee that the martial laws relating 
to religion and good order, be put in 
execution ; which truly of late have 
been jult fo obferved, as ifthey had been 
purpofely made to be broken... If you 
begin thegood example,you fhall hardly 
need 16 compel your men to follow : 
they will be afhamed to be vicious, if 
their commander be virtuous ; ** And 
<¢ fhame is a more effectual way to re- 
“ form vice than pecuniary penalties, 
“‘ or corporal pains.” — 

By this means the lives of many 
men will be faved, who otherwife to 
fupport their vices, neglect their duty, 
commit thefts, robberies, rapes, and 
the like ; and bring themfelves under 
the lath of martial law, gregt punifh- 
ments and ignonimous deaths. | 

You fhould be as frequent and regu. 
Jar at your public prayers, as time and 
your affairs will permit ; efpeciaily ne- 
gie& it not before a battle or any other. 
great undertaking. ‘* For payer by 
a {trange and fecret influence (which. 
“* none can tell but they who ufe it) 
“ brings fom heaven, new life and 
“ vigour, and courage, to the molt 
‘¢ weak and timorous. .

F ever there was a time for conpra-

Publi credit never was 
higher, and corruption {carce ever fo 
low. The moft refpectable princes 
court our alliance, or continue flecfalt 
in it: Whereas a few years ago, we 
eould not depend upon allies that we 
bonght the dearelt. It was buta few 
years ago that we were in continual 





alarms, and under endlefs apprehen. 
lions ot invafions from France, Now 
not a fummer paffes without our car. 
rying the alarm to their own gates; 
and if we do not carry it farther, 
it has not been the fault of our brave 
minilter. When I recount all this, jt 
is icarce neceflary to name Mr Pitt 
for he-is the azus Homo nobis. Every 
body knows how much. is owing to 
his influence, and how fad a figure we 
made before He came to the head of 
our councils. He has totally changed 
the face. of our affairs : the {upplies are 
raifed. chearfully, becaufe we can truft 
to Him for employing them well.

of as high birth and the immenfelt 
fortunes, entering as volunteers upon 
the expedition againit France, to whom 
we fhali probably give the fatal ftab, as 
their councils are divided, and their 
generals of no account, and -as their 
fleets are at our mercy, and fo are their 
colonies. I would afk whom all thisis 
Owing to, but Mr Pitt, whofe activity, 
vigilance, and {pirit, are unbounded ; 
wh: fe privute virtues are as great as 
his publick ones; whv difdains mo 
ney and all power but that of ferving 
his country. While we fupport him, 
we are jure.of being fupported, and of 
holding the firlt figure in Europe, as 
we have done formerly.

towards the enemy ; and being informed of m;. 
ny other points abfvlutely neceffary to be known 
bis Highnefs refolved to march to the right, 
and endeavour to come up with the enemy by 
the villages of Vorf# and Anrath, on the flank 
of their left wing. But, in order to raife doubts 
in the enemy, as to the fide on which the geal 
and principal attack would be made, he gaye 
orders for lieutenant-general Sprocken to fend 
licucenant-general Oberg with the fix battalions 
of the fecond line, wiz. Oderg’s, Druchleben’s, 
Killmanfegge’s, Scbeele*s, Reden’s, and the 
Fufiliers, with Hodenberg’s and Bremer’s regi. 
ments of horfe, and that of the bocy guards, to. 
wards St Anthony, and gave them fix twelve 
pounders. Befides this, his Highnefs gave them 
the following orders; that, when the aétion 
fhould begin upon the enemy’s left, M. de 
Sprocken, by way of Crevelt, and M. a’ Oberg, by 
St. Anthony, thould do their utmoft to advance 
ard penetrate iato the enemy’s army, but how. 
ever not to venture tco far, unlefs they fhould 
be well affured, that our attack fucceeded to our 
wifhes. His Highnefs chiefly recommended it 
tothem to make good ufe of their heavy ar- 
tillery, in order to oblige the enemy to em- 
ploy their attention as much upon their right 
wing and center, as on their left 5 and to engage 
and divide their attention «qually in three 
different places, which would prevent them 
from fending any reinforcement to the real 
attack, for fear of weakening themfelves in 
fome part or other, where we might make 
impreffion. 

Thefe difpofitions being made, his High- 
nels put himfelf at the head of the Grenadie:s 
of the right wing, at eight in the morning, 
and taking the road that Jeads*to ‘the village of 
Vorft, which we left on our right, we advan- 
ced in two columns towards Anrath, where 
there was a detachment of 400 of the enemy ; 
half horfe and half foot, who, after fome dif- 
charges of mufketry, on each fide, fell back to- 
wards their camp, which was not above half a 
mile diftant from them, and there gave the 2- 
larm. His Highnefs then eaufed the troops to 
advance, and double their feed, to get out of the 
Gefiles he ranged them in order of battle, in 
the plain, , between the villages of Anrath and 
Willich, and marched "ire ly towards the 
wood, which covered’ their ick : | , 

Tt was at one o'clock at ‘noon when the ene-

y forthwith te ad¥ancé,' which, being great-

means of our infantey’s forming them(elves 
_ SE iia ; and of- our cavalry’s 
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of Willich, making a fhew as if they defigned 
to turn the enemy’s left flank, to take them 
in the rear. After a cannonade as violent as it 
was well fupported, his Highnefs faw plainly, 
he muft come tothe point of endeavouring to 
force the enemy out of the wood, by {mall 
arms; wher-fore the Hereditary Prince put 
h mfelf at the head of the firft line, that is io 
fay, of two battalions of the grenadiers of 
Schulenburg ond Schack, and of the regiments of 
Block, Sporcken, Hardenberg, Wargenbeim, Poft 
and Drewes; and advanced, with the whole 
front, directly, towards the wood. The fire 
then became there extremly hoi on each fice, 
and ucither difcontinued, or, in any degree, 
diminifhed, fortwo hours and an half, In the 
mean while all the other: battalions enter’d, 
likewife, the wood ; fo that, there were but 
eight ‘quadrons, which formed a corps of re- 
ferve, upon the plain, ready to be employed, 
where circumftances fhould require. 

The other fixteen fquadrons, which were 
upon our right, never could penetrate, on the 
other Gide of the wood, on account of two batte- 
ries, whch the enemy had placed there, and 
which were fuftained by above 40 fquadrons, 
In thort, about five o’clock in the afternoon 
the Hereditary Prince, sffifted by the major 

‘generals Kilmanfegge and. Wangenbeim, gaye 
orders for an attack to be made, by the grena- 
diers, upon the two ditches that were in the 
woo., and that were lined with the enemy’s 
infantry ; they were forced one after the other, 
The other regiments of infantry did the fame 
all along their front. Then that part of the 
enemy’s infantry was entirely thrown into ¢on- 
fufion, and retired out of the wood in the ut- 
moft difurder, without ever being able to rally. 
“Our foot. followed them, but without ventu- 


ring to purfue them, on account of th: enemy’s — 


cavalry, which, notwithftanding the terrible 
fise. of ovr artillery, not only kept the bef 
countenance poffible, but even covered their 
infantry, that was flying, in fuch a manner as 
to protect them from our cavalry, that between 
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five and fixin the evening had found means to 
gain the pisin. The Hejian dragoons, and the 
reg'ment of cavalry of the fame nation, had 
two fhocks with the royal carabineers of Pro- 
wence, and the regiment of Rouffillen, and broke 
them, This was ail that the cavalry had to 
do in that day. A fqua‘ron o! the carabine- 
ers attempted to penetrate through our infan- 
try, and attacked the batcalions of Poff and 
Dreves, but with a confiderable lof 3 and 
thouzk about forty of them did indeed force 
their way, they were never able to rejoin thear 
corps, and were all killed either by thot or ba- 
yonet. 

The enemy then did not think proper, or 
find themfeives in condition, to diipute the 
ground longer with us, but retired cowards V7i/- 
cbell, and from thence took the road that lads 
towards AVuys. We continued to follow them 
with our artillery, and took a great number 
of men and horfes. 

During this whole affair, the fire of the artil- 
lery of the generals Sprocken and Oberg had done 
great execution; but as the diflance they were 
at from us, made them uncertain as to the turn 
affairs had taken on our fide, they never ven- 
tured to attack the enemy's front oppofite te 
them, fo that the enemy’s right wirg and cen- 
ter retired, in the greateft order, towar’s Nuys, 

_Jeaving us mafters of the field of battle, after 
a lofs on their fide of between feven and eight 
thoufand men, killed, wounded, and taken pri- 
foners, 

Such was the end of this -eétion, which cof 
_the king’s army between twelve and thirteen 
hundred men, killed and wounded. 

The trophies we gained were two kettle 
drums, five ftandards, two pair of colours, 
and cight pieces of cannon. 

The light troops were fent to harrafs the ene- 
my’s retreat 3 and at nine inthe evening all our 
three different corps joined each other in the 
field, from whence the enemy had been drivea 
and remained there the night under arms,

wp eQUGH there was the greatelt 
- Jb reafon to expect during the 
_gourfe.of this month, accounts from 
the army of the K.of Praflia of the 
-greate(t importance,. yet none have 
_atcived that can. with certainty be re- 


- ported. The fiege of Olmutz com- 


Jenged the iff initanr, ian which the 


king employs 10,000 Pruffians. The 
_letters.from Prague, which are of the 
10th. inftant, {peak of a fally made up- 
,on the befiegers, by which 800 men 
were killed, eleven pieces of cannon 
nailed up, two carried off, and a whole 
battery ruined. Other letters from 
the fame quarter add, that on the 6th, 
another battery was fet on firc, by 


which three hundred of the enemy's 
bombs 
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bombs had been blown up, together 
with a magazine of powder; which 
had retarded their Operation in fuch a 
manner, that it was vifible the Pruf- 
fians were much embarraffed. But 
thefe vain reports ferve rather to a- 
mute than inform; and therefore we 
fhall not detain the reader by a recital 
of them. 

The army of the empire has now 
taken the field; and, it the Auftrian 
accoun's delerve credit, have joined 
- Mailaal Serbclioni in Bohemia, and 
make together an army of 45,000 
men. The Prufiian minifter, how- 
ever, at Ratfbon, has intimated to 
the itates of the empire, that if their 
troops are not immediately recalled, 
their countries will be expofed to the 
fame violences with which the French 
savaged Hanover, Halberftadt, aid 
Heffe-Cafle!. This has already made 
a deep impreflion. In the mean time 
the army of Pr. Henry, of which men- 
tion was made in our laft, bas begun 
jts march, in order to give battle to 
the Imperialilts, who every where re- 
Jinguith their pofts as he advances in 
puriuit of them. The number of de- 
ferters increafes‘every day, and it is 
highly probable, that this formidable 
army in a few weeks will be ruined 
without a battle. 

The Prufhans have already begun 
to levy contributions in Franconia, 
the diltricts of which begin to cry our 
bitterly againit their exadions. The 
inhabitants have no alternative, they 
muit either be ruined by the Aultrians 
if they do not furnifh their continpent 
to the Emperor, or they mult be eat 
up by the Pruflians if they do. 

The news from Roffia varies ace 
cording to the quarter from whence it 
comes. From Holland, it | fhould 
feem that the Englifh gold had’ fhort- 
ened the march of the Ruffian troops ; 
but from Vienna it is affured; that 
fince the news was received at Peterf- 
burgh of the K, of Pruffia’s march iato 
Morivia, orders had been difpatched 
to their army to advance with all pof- 
fiole expedition inte Silefia, 
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tain, however, that though their troops 
feem every where in motion on the 
Viltula, yet no certain judgment cay 
be formed which way they will direa 
their march, In the mean time, fach 
a ferment is raifed in Warfaw, the ea. 
pital of Poland, by the partifang of 
the oppofite powers, that it is thought 
the king tf Mle his refidence, 
The army. of Prince Ferdinand of 
Brunfwick, the Hanoverian general, 
by its activity, has now attracted the 
attention of all the powers at war, 
About five o'clock in the afternoon of 
the 31ft paft, the whole of his army 
was in motion to crofs the Rhine. 
The advanced gtiard went as far ds 
Lobit. The duke’s defign was to pafs 
that river there im the night; but an 
unforefeen accident broke all the mea- 
fures which hed been taken for that 
purpofe; and his Screne Highnefs was 


obliged to march the troops back again 


in the night ta Nederelte. The rt 
of June was employed in removing the 
obltacles that had occurred; and, in 
the following night, the paffage was 
again attempted, and executed with all 
poflible fuccefs, near Herven. 

The Huffars, with a detachment of 


‘grenadiers, paffed'on the 2d of June, 


at two. o’clock in the morning, in fit- 
bottomed boats, which went and re- 
turned with fo much diligence, that, 
befides the Huflars, a regiment of 
dragoons, and ten or twelve batt 
lions, were, before noon, on the 0 
ther fide’ of the river. 

The Huffars, fupported by the vo- 
lunteers, furprized at firit {ome patrolis, 
which were made prifoners of war; 
and, {til continuing to advance, ae 
feated the cavalry that fhewed them- 
felves, and took a pair of kettle-drums 
and a flandard, from the regiment 0 
Bellefond. ‘This country is entirely 
divided by dykes, fo that it is as ealy 
to difpute the ground; as it is difficult 
to advance. The enemy, fenfible of 
this, advanced with 7 or 8co foot to 
flop the van puard, and fired fome

detachment of 20 men, having found 
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means to flip along a dyke, and get 
poffeffion of a houfe the French had, 
in part, pafled, fircd upon them ; which 
had fuch an effect, that they retired 
immediately. Every thing alfe that 
happened even to the gates of Cleves, 
only relates to the Huilars; and they 
have only five men and two officers 
wounded. 

The paflage of the main army being 
thus effected without lofs, the prince 
ordered the bridge on which he fo 
happily croffed the Rhine at Herven to 
be carried up the river to Rees, and 
there laid on the 6th, while the corps 
under Gen. Durchtleben crofied the 
river in boats. 

The bridge being finifhed in the e- 
vening, the troops under Gen. Wage- 
nau croffed that night; and next day 
the corps under Lieut. Gen. Sporken 
crofled. On the 7th the army march- 


ed from Goch, and encamped at Wees.. 


On the &th it proceeded to Uden, where 
it halted fome hours, and in the even- 
ing march’d to attack the enemy, who 
were very advantageoufly polled on the 
eminences of Zanten, but thefe lait re- 
tired to Alpen and Rhinberg. On the 
oth, the iy. 9 to Rhinberg were re- 
pair’a with the utmoft diligence. On 
the 10th the two armies were in fight 


of each other; and on the 11th the 


enemy was reconnoitered, and their 
camp found acceflible only on the left 
towards Guelders. On the rith the 
enemy was reconnoitred a-new, and a 


refolution taken to attack them, but 


the ground being interfected by large 
and deep trenches, it was found im: 
practicable. During all this time the 


booty made by the Hanoverian hun- 


ters and Hoflars was very confiderable. 
The 12th and 13th were {pent in ob- 
ferving the motions of the enemy. 
On the 14th the allies quitted their 
camp, and marched towards Alfede- 
kerk, which thwarted the march of 
the enemy, who feemed to have a de- 
fign to draw near Wachterdonk. This 
obliged them to change meafures, and 
on the 15th they marched to Crevelt 
to the number of 10 or 12,000 men.

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From the 15th to the 22d the allics 
continued to harrafs the enemy, who 
every where ficd before them, not- 
withf{tanding that their own occounts 
make their number to confit of 50,900 
fiphting men, and that of the allies dat 
of 40,000. On the 23d « battle was 
fought, of which the Gazette gives the 
following account. ) 

Whitehall, June 27. This morn- 
ing an exprefs arrived from Holland, 
with letters from the head quarters of 
the king’s army commanded by Prince 
Ferdinand of Brun wick, at Kempen 
on the Lower Rhine, dated the 23d 
inftant, containing a general account, 
that the fame day, his highnefs had 
gained a complete victory over the 
French. The action begun abou: one 
o’clock in the afternoon, and lalted 
about fx hours; when the enemy was 
obliged to retreat in confufion towards 
Nuys and Cologne. The lofs in Pr. 
Ferdinand’s army was very moderate ; 
and his highnefs, as well as the here- 
ditary Prince of Brunfwick, and the 
other peneral officers, were all well. 
The king’s infantry encamp:d upon 
the field of bittle the evening after the 
action; and all the horfe and light 
troops were fent out in purfuit of the 
enemy, whofe communication with 
Ruremonde, and the Lower Maefe, is 
entirely cut off. Thefe letters were 
wrote at nine o’clock at night; and a 
particular relation of the aétion is al- 
ready arrived. See p. 322. 

Another exprefs arrived about the 
fame time, by the way of Flofling in 
Zealand, from his majefty’s refident at 
Cologne, with letters of the 24th in- 
ftant, containing the fame account as 
above, and thefe further circum(tances, 
that the French themfelves did jultice 
to Prince Ferdinand’s judicious con- 
du&, and to the bravery of his 
troops; and reprefented their Jofs to 
be very great, efpecially from the ex- 
ecution done by the artillery. The 
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French Swifs regiment of Lochman 
had not above 150 men left of the 
whole corps, and by four in the after- 


noon they had loft 25 officers. “The 
regi- 
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regiments on both wings of the French 
army had fuffered proportionably ; and 
that of Count Gifors in particular, who 
is himelf dangeroufly wounded; and, 
it is faid, that not an officer in it has 
elcaped unhurt, which makes a great 
noife in Holland. Gazeite, 

The merchants of Holland have fent 
a deputation to the States, offering to 
equip, at their own charges, a fufficient 
number of fhips of war to oppofe the 
depredations of the Englifh, whom 
they complain of violently, for having 
taken 240 of their veffels, and declare, 
that if the States refufe to redrefs thefe 
grievances, they will leave the coun- 
try, and go where commerce is better 

otected. The States are actually de- 
iberating on this important matter.

madea thew of attacking our fmall 
craft, and kept a kind of running fire, 
but were foon repulfed, and obliged to 
retire. The marines and feamen to 
the number of 700, landed, and got 
the artillery on fhore ; and next day 
(the 30th) when they were ready for 
proceeding to attack Fort Lewis, 
which is upon a fmall ifland about 
twelve miles up the river from the bar, 
deputies arrived from the {fuperior 
council of Senegal with articles upon 
which they propofed to capitulate. On 
the 1ft of May they were agreed to, 


and were in fubftance as follows: 


I. The forts, ftorehoufes, veflels, 


arms, provifions, and every thing be- 


longing to the company upon the river 
Senegal, to be put into the pofleffion 
of the Englith. 

__ II. All the white people, belonging 
to the Senegal company, to be con- 
ducted to France, with their private 
effects; merchandize and uncoined 
treafure excepted. 

_ Til. The free Mulattoes or Negroes, 
to remain fo; not to be molefted in 
their religion or effeg{s, and to have 
liberty to retire, if they chufe it. 

In confequence of _ thefe ‘articies, 
Major Mafon, with the marines, took 
polleflion of Fort Lewis the 2d of May. 
In it were found 232 French officers 
and foldiers; aliq 92 pieces of cannon, 
with treafure, flaves, and merchan- 
dize, to a very conliderable value. 
Gazette, 

In a private letter which relates the 
fuccefs of this expedition are the fol- 
lowing particulars : 

‘The number of fhips employed on 
this expedition were fix; and the 
number of forces that landed were up- 
wards of 600, In coming afhore, the 

troops 
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troops met with a misfortune that 
might have proved very fatal; feveral 
of the boats that were bringing afhore 
the tents, ammunition, &c. overfet 
on the bar, by which accident a con- 
fiderable quantity of ammunition, fome 
pieces of cannon, and all the tents 
were Jolt; fo that the troops were o- 
bliged to lie on a fandy fhore, expofed 
to the fcorching heats of the climate, 
without any fhelter for eight days, at 
the end of which, the fort happily fur- 
rendered without a {troke. Had they 
held out, our men, for want of co- 
vering, muft have fuffered greatly, if 
not have entirely abandoned the enter- 
prize. The lofs of this fort cannot 
but be fenfibly felt by the French. It 
is fituated on an ifland at the mouth of 
the river Senegal, and is a key to their 
grand fettlement at Gorce. 

An order was fent from the cuftom- 
houfe for the Leghorn fleet, jult arri- 
ved in the rivers, to fail to Stangate- 
Creek, and there perform quarantine ; 
but this order, upon petition, has fince 
been retracted, 

The following meffage was prefent- 
ed to the honourable houfe of commons 
by his majelty’s command: *‘ GEoRGE 
R. His majeity, relying on the expe- 
rienced Zeal and affection of bis faithful 
commons ; and confidering that in this 
critical conjuncture emergencies may 
arife, of the utmoft importance, and 
attended with the moft pernicious con- 
fequences, if proper means fhould not 
immediately be applied to prevent or 
defeat them ; is defirous that this houfe 
will enable him to defray any extraor- 
dinary expences of the war, incurred 
or to be incurred for the fervice of the 


‘year 1752; and to take all fuch mea- 


fures as may be neceflary to difappoint 


or defeat any enterprizes or defigns of 


bis enemiés, and as the exigency of 
affairs may require.” In Biss, a 
of this meffage a vote of credit has been 
granted by parliament for 800,000], 
for the purpofes therein mentioned.

count, that the troops, under his 
Grace’s command, had burnt many of 
the naval ftores, one man of war of 
50 guns, one of 56, all the privateers, 
fome of 30, fevetal of 20 and 18 guns, 
and, in the whole, upwards of 100 
fhips, notwithltanding they were une 
der the cannon of St Malo’s ; but find- 
ing it impracticable to attack that 
place, and receiving intelligence of 
troops being on their march from alk 
fides, his grace thought it neceffary to 
march back to Cancalle. Commodore 
Howe had made fo good a difpofition 
of the boats and tranfports, that four 
brigades, and ten companies of gre> 
nadiers, were re-embarked in lels than 
feven hours, the enemy not having 
attempted to attack them; and, on 
the 12th, all the troops were on board, 
Waiting to take advantage of the firft 
wind, to purfue the farther objects of 
his majefty’s inflrud@ions. Gaz. 

By a letter from an officer on board 
the Speedwell, there is’ an account of 
the total lofs of one tranfport between 
the ifles of Jerfey and Sark, by run- 
ning fou! of a funken rock ; the troops 
and crew faved. It is added, that the 
inhabitants of Cancalle fled, and left 
the troops in quiet pofleflion of the 
town, which fome of them plundered, 
but were afterwards feverely punifhed, 
and one hanged.—The duke of Marl- 
borough fent a regiment a day’s march 
into the country, who took up their 
quarters at the town of Dol, about 14 
miles from St Malo’s, where they were 
kindly entertained, and in their march 
met with no oppofition. By their re- 
port, there are not 500 regular troops 

-in the country ; the town of St Malo’s 
is walled rovnd with walls of a vaft 
thicknefs and great heighth, fo that 
our {caling ladders could not reach the 
top, and which it is thought would 
take a month’s regular fiege, and by 
fea there are two {trong batteries, and 
a narrow entrance very dangerous for 
our fhips to attempt going within gun- 
fhot.
